OUTCOME OF COCOA PRODUCERS MEETING IN ABIDJAN REPORTED 
Abidjan FRATERNITE-MATIN in French 26 Mar 80 pp 1, 8-9 


[Text] The following is the text of the final communique read yeste: Jay 
by Simeon Ake, minister of foreign affairs: 


Upon the fraternal invitation of Felix Houphouet-Boigny, president of the 
Republic of the Ivory Coast, a summit conference of cocao-producing countries 
was held in Yamoussoukro on 24-25 March 1980, with the participation of: 
Ahmadou Ahidjo, president of the United Republic of Cameroon; Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny, president of the Republic of the Ivory Coast; El Hadj Owar Bongo, 
president of the Gabonese Republic; Hilla Limann, president of the Republic 

of Ghana; Alhadji Shehu Shagari, president of the Federal Republic of 

Nigeria; and Gen Gnassingbe Eyadema, president of the Togolese Republic. 

Also attending was the representative of the Federal Republic of Brazil, 
Ambassador Carlos Rosa. 


In order to examine problems linked to the cocao economy in their respective 
countries, aware of the importance of cocao to their economies, considering 
the constant and catastrophic drop in prices of that product on the world 
market, considering that such a drop in prices results in a reduction in 
their countries’ income and compromises the execution of their development 
plane, and finally, aware of the need to guarantee their rural people an 
adequate and regular income; 


Taking into account the recommendations made by the uinisters of Cameroon, 
the Ivory Coast, Nigeria and Togo and the plenipotentiary representative of 
the Gabonese Republic following the meeting held in Douala from 25 to 27 
February 1980 and considering the conclusions of the General Assembly of 
the Cocoa Producers Alliance (COPAL) held in Accra from 25 to 29 February 
1980; 


Ahmadou Ahidjo, president of the United Republic of Cameroon, Felix Houphouet- 
Boigny, president of the Republic of the Ivory Coast, El Hadj Omar Bongo, 
president of the Gabonese Republic, Hilla Limann, president of the Republic 

of Ghana, Alhadji Shehu Shagari, president of the Federal Republic of Nigeria, 
and Gen Gnassingbe Eyadema, president of the Togolese Republic, have decided: 























1) to adopt a common position in case there should be a surplus cocoa 
production compared with consumption, to the effect that each producer 
country will ensure storage of a tonnage proportionate to the production 
figures of the season in question; 2) to defend a minimum price valid for 
an entire season below which sales will not be made, which price will be set 
based on the level of production costs, price fluctuations and especially, 
the need to foil speculators, who cause prices to vary artificially on the 
world market; 3) to recommend extension of the 1975 international agreement 
on cocoa without its economic clauses; 4) to initiate the procedure out- 
lined by the agreement in order to recover funds held back by the regulating 
stock; and 5) using these resources, to set up a fund to regulate and 

support cocoa prices so as to increase the effectiveness and strengthen the 

action of the Cocoa Producers Alliance. 





They have resolved to hold an annual conference of cocoa-producing countries 
at the ministerial level. 


The presidents of Cameroon, Gabon, Ghana, Nigeria, Togo and the representa- 
tive of the Federative Republic of Brazil express their sincere thanks and 
profound gratitude to Felix Houphouet-Boigny, president of the Republic of 
the Ivory Coast, the government, the Democratic Party of the Ivory Coast 

and the Ivorian people for their positive and continuing contribution to 

the orgarization of the cocoa economy, the defense of the purchasing power 
of cocoa-producing countries and especially, the success of the summit meet- 
ing and the warm welcome and generous and fraternal hospitality extended to 
them and the members of their delegations during their stay in Yamoussoukro.

Need for New Accord 


On Monday and again yesterday, REUTER announced that cocoa prices in Paris 
had increased, which is all to the good, provided it is not just a flash in 
the pan. 


The evolution of cocoa prices on the world market is now a source of concern 
to all countries whose budgets are sensitive to the fluctuations of the 
prices of the commodity. This explains the unwillingness of producers to 
continue accepting certain points of the international accord which they 
deem to be incompatible with the current economic conditions of production. 


Price mechanisms, financing of the regulating stock, and so on: Producers 
have great difficulty measuring these factors and believe there is a need 











to define a more realistic policy for the cocoa economy because for them, 
the unawareness or negligence of consumers has a harmful effect on the in- 
come of our peasants and on our countries’ development plans. Fortunately, 
there existe for some nations stabilization funds, marketing offices and 
marketing boards. However, the latter have no objective factor enabling 
them to ensure that production will exceed market needs. 


The drafting of a new international accord is now essential. It is indis- 
pensable and cocoa-consuming countries throughout the world should adhere 
to it, including Great Britain and the Federal Republic of Germany. 


In a recent interview with AFP in London, our minister of agriculture, Denis 
Bra Kanon, said that "producers were puzzled by the position taken by rich 
nations. They regularly increase the prices of their agricultural and in- 
dustrial products which we buy, but they do not want to allow any compensa- 
tion for these purchases by paying just prices for our products." 


Cocoa cost 250 CFA francs per kilogram 20 years ago, a small fortune at the 
time, and now costs only 500 to 600 france per kilogram, a ridiculous price. 
buyers do not take into consideration the rapid aging of the plant, which 
alsc (res large quantities of fertilizers that are equally expensive, 
wit ouc counting equipment, 


Co; ‘s should begin to realize that they do not live alone on a distant 
island, and even if such were the case, they should at least be grateful to 
those who feed them, or rather, satisfy their palate, since we are talxing 
about cocoa.

MAURLTLUS AGREES TO GIVE SUGAR GROWING ASSISTANCE TO IVORY COAST 
Abidjan FRATERNITE-MATIN in French 26 Mar 80 p 12 


(Text) At the invitation of the Ivorian Government, Sir Satcam Boolell, 
minister of agriculture, natural resources anc the environment of the Island 
of Mauritius, paid an official visit to the Ivory Coast from 22 to 26 March 
1980. 


In the course of his visit, Sir Satcam Boolell toured the departments of 
Korhogo, Ferkessedougou and Katiola, where he had the opportunity to observe 
SODESUCRE [Company for the Development of Sugar Cane Plantations and the 
Industrialization and Marketing of Sugar) agroinduecrial projects at Ferke 1 
and Ferke 2. 


In addition, he held several working meetings with Minister of Agriculture 
Bra Kanon and officiale from the Ministry of Agriculture and SODESUCRE. 


Finally, the president of the republic honored Minister Boolell with an 
interview at hie private residence in Yamoussoukro on 26 March 1980. 


Following the visit of the Mauritian minister, the two parties agreed to 
step up agricultural cooperation between the nations. 


In the field of technical assistance, SODESUCRE now employs over 100 Mauri- 
tian upper-ievel personnel and operators. 


This technical assistance will be continued and strengthe.ed, particularly 
with respect to high-level personnel. 


Regarding the training of Ivorian personnel in sugar operations, Mauritius 
will provide assistance through the supplying of specialized instructors 
to the Ivory Coast and the organization of training programs in Mauritian 
training centers. 


Concerning research and in order to meet the most immediate needs of the 
Ivory Coast, particularly the introduction of varieties, phytosanitary 
protection and improvements in growing techniques, it was agreed that the 
assistance from Mauritius will concentrate on the following points: the 








supplying of high-level research workers; the supplying of selected plante; 
and engineering for conetruction of the sugar research atation and a quar- 
antine conservatory. 


The Ivory Coast emphasized the active and effective role played by the leland 
of Mauritiue in inter-African cooperation within the OAU and OCAM and within 
the broader framework of the ACP (African, Caribbean and Pacific countries 
(associated with the EEC))]. In thie context, Mauritiue is willing to support 
any application made by the Ivory Coast to gain access to the sugar protocol 
of the Lome II Convention. 


The Mauritian minister of agriculture expressed his warm thanke to the presi- 
dent of the republic, the government and the Ivorian people for their warm 
and fraternal welcome extended to him from his very arrival and for the 
attention given to him throughout his etay in the Ivory Coast. He also 
expressed hie sincere appreciation for the meeting which the chief of state 
granted him in his native village in Yamoussoukro. 


The minister of agriculture of the Island of Mauritius invited his colleague 
from the Ivory Coast to vieit Mauritius. Minieter Bra Kanon accepted the 
invitation. The date of the visit will be set later by common agreement.

CHADIAN REFUGEES CAUSING PROBLEMS FOR CAMEROON 
Parise LE MONDE in French 5 Apr 80 p 3 
[Article: "A Long Column of Refugees Proceeding to North Cameroon") 


[Text] The tiny town of Kausseri, the picturesque northern prefecture 
stretched out along the Lagane, which has a population of several thousand, 
hae been transformed into a huge refugee camp in the last 10 days. Close 
to 70,000 Chadians, in a group, have settled in every corner of shade and 
are camping in the middle of town, across from Udjamena from where the noise 
of mortar rockets reaches them regularly. 


On the beach, the sight is impressive. In one long orderly column, women, 
children, and men, often young, ford the river or use canoes, which never 
stop shuttling from one bank to the other in the middle of children playing 
and diving in the water. On the bank, some refugees painstakingly wash 
their clothes. 


This massive influx is not without posing some problems to Cameroonian 
officials. The army has been strengthened the length of the border and 
police patrols have been increased to attempt to maintain a little order 
among this idle crowd that wander in all directions. Supplies of grain 
have been distributed, but the crucial problem remains that of water and 
the sanitary conditions of the settlements of all these refugees concern 
the doctors. “As long as these people are here, we are compelled to help 
them," they say at the prefecture of Kousseri. Cameroon has also appealed 
to ite doctors, a few of whom have come to reinforce their colleagues in 
the town's small hospital. 


It is in this hospital that EMMIR [Military Medical Unit for Emergency 
Assistance) has been installed since Sunday and is functioning since 24 
hours ago. It is admitting the wounded evacuated by the CICR [expansion 
unknown] from the central hospital or the University of Udjamena. 


Approximately 100 persons, including six surgeons and four emergency 
anesthetists, who are working in hastily equipped groups, have installed 
in the hospital's dusty courtyard large tents under which are directed, 











after a preliminary sorting, the wounded according to the seriousness of 
their condition and their possible chance of survival. 


EMMIR's inetallation in Kouseari ie going to make it possible to increase 
the overall capacity for admitting patiente and performing surgery. In- 
deed, most of the wounded will be able to take advantage of fairly sophisti- 
cated war surgery (abdomen, chest, etc.). Without spelling thinge out in 
detail, out of diplomatic concerns or discretion, none of the wounded in 
the battle of Udjamena will be able to claim that he was deliberately . 
abandoned.

ACHLEVEMENTS, FUTURE PLANS OF SODECAO DISCUSSED 
Yaounde CAMEROON TRIBUNE in French 11 Apr 80 pp 1, 3 
[Article by Antoine Ahanda: "Mbog Appeale for Better Company Administration" ] 


[Text) During the installation of the new general director of the SODECAO 
[Cocoa Development Company] in Yaounde yesterday, Mr Felix Tonye Mbog 
stressed the importance of this company as a “basic structure for govern- 
ment action in the cocoa plan, designed to increase our production." 


Also he urged all those involved in its operation to show more dedication, 

enthusiasm and loyalty in their work and to put an end “while there is still 
time to the extortion of all sorte which has pushed this enterprise to the 
brink of catastrophe." The SODECAO is in fact one of the essential aspects 
of our farm policy, because it involves cocoa, our main farm export product. 


Positive resulte, but deplorable management. This was the assessment made 
of the SODECAO yesterday morning by the minister of agriculture, 

Felix Tonye Mbog, who installed the new director of the SODECAO, 

Mr Paul Jouve, recently appointed by the chief of state. He recalled the 
development of the company before setting forth its new goals. 


Established in February 1974, the SODECAO represented the experimental 
stage of the cocoa plan for the whole of the zone suitable for the growing 
of thie crop. The company was to achieve four main goals in a selected 
area around Yaounde, including the departments of Mfoundi, Nyong and So'o, 
Nyong and Kele, and parts of the departments of Ntem, Dja and Lobo, and 
Sanage Maritime. It was to test an administrative structure capable of 
supporting the technical operations of the cocoa plan over the whole of the 
cacao growing region. 





The SODECAO was then to establish 15,000 hectares of new plantings and to 
guarantee the protection of 35,000 hectares of old plantings, to revive the 
cooperative movement and upgrade 1,250 kilometers of roads used for the 
transportation of the product, 950 kilometers of this total being located 
within the SODECAO zone, and 300 kilometers in Lekie and Mefou.

The initial coat of the protect was estimated at 6.9 billion CFA franca. 
The financing of thie experimental phase, which began in 1974 and will end 
thie coming 30 June, was jointly provided by the government of Cameroon 
(3.4 billion), the World Bank (1.6 billion), the Central Fund for Economic 
Cooperation (1.7 billion) and the FAC [Aid and Cooperation Fund) (0.24 
billion). 


Unfortunately, Minister Mbog noted, the initial estimates will certainly be 
exceeded because of inflation. The project expenditures had in fact al- 
ready reached 6.4 billion france by 3 June 1979, i.e. a year before ite 
end. The final cost te very likely to come to nearly 9 billion. This is an 
increase which, according to the financing agreement, will be borne by the 
Cameroon alone, such that ite contribution will increase from 3.4 billion 

to 5 billion france. 


In the view of the minister of agriculture, the SODECAO has achieved re- 
markable results. Some 7,000 hectares of fine new plantings were established 
by planters motivated and directed by the SODECAO. It also succeeded in 
implementing a "judicious and inexpensive" system of controlling Capsidae, 
along with establishing roads for transportation, obtaining and distributing 
farm credit from the FONADER [National Rural Development Fund], aiding young 
planters, etc. 


These are the results which, Minister Tonye Mbog noted with regret, were 
clouded by some shady areas. It is basically the management which seems 
likely, in the short run, to lead the SODECAO to disaster. Thus the govern- 
ment had to take a hand, hastily appointing a general state inspection 

team, and then a management committee the task of which was completed yester- 
day, with the assumption of his duties by the new general director. 


The recovery structure is expected to reestablish order and discipline, 
safeguard the public assets, put an end to administrative irregularities 
and propose corrective meacures and new directions. The management com- 
mittee completed its task with dedication, objectivity and loyalty. It is 
handing on to the new leadership team of the SODECAO reliable working tools. 
The minister of agriculture issued en appeal to the personnel to put an 

end to the extortion of all kinds, confusion, misappropriation of public 
funds, abuse of vehicles and other machinery, and the nefarious arguments 
which have pushed the enterprise to the edge of catastrophe. 


Mr Felix Tonye Mbog stressed the need to improve the operations of the 
SODECAO. He explained this urgency in terms of the privileged role cocoa 
plays in our development. "The primary task of the SODECAO makes this 
development company the basic structure now and henceforth for the inter- 
vention by the government in the cocoa plan, with a view to increasing our 
production through the expansion of areas under cultivation, regeneration 
of the cocoa producing sector and greater dynamism in the plant health 
struggle," Mr Tonye Mbog said. 
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The revitalized cocoa plan in which the SODECAO is the first link will 
involve basically the establishment of a functional system of creating new 
plantings of emall and average dimensions, supplemented by a plan for 
traneforming the socioeconomic environment in the cocoa growing zones 

thanks to the development of rural space through the establishment, upgrading 
and maintenance of roads for the transportation of the product.

FISHING CATCH FOR FIRST QUARTER OF 1980 ASSESSED 
Yaounde CAMEROON TRIBUNE in French 15 Apr 80 p 7 


[Text] Traditional fishing was fruitful during the quarter which has just 
ended. In fact, the quarterly report which the maritime fishing subsector 
has just released shows that fresh and smoked fish production showed a net 
increase over the comparable period last year. This production represents 
the results of three fishing stations, to wit Kribi, Londji and Campo. 


In addition, this production does not reflect the full picture of fishing 
along the whole of the maritime coast, since the shortage of transportation 
facilities and personnel in the maritime fishing subsector is such that 
only the three fishing stations mentioned can be checked. The fresh fish 
production for the past 3 months of this year was distributed as follows: 


Kribi station: 26,586 tons, with a value on sale of 4,713,900 francs; 
Londji station: 9,840 tons, with a value on sale of 1,586,700 francs; and 
Campo station: 5,850 tons, with a value on sale of 1,252,500 francs. 


The total thus comes to 42,276 tons of fresh fish with a market value of 
7,553,100 francs. 


The totale for smoked fish were 1,025 tons worth 256,250 francs for Kribi; 
31,190 tons worth 8,031,350 france for Londji; and 10,150 tons worth 
3,732,500 france for Campo. The total thus came to 42,370 tons with a 
market value of 12,020,100 francs. Adding to this tonnage the weight of 
shrimp and other products, the total obtained is 169,386 tons of fish 
caught with a market value of 19,573,200 francs. 


Among the factors which contributed to the encouraging production during 
this period, we might note the arrival of several fishing vessels from 
Benin from Victoria, now in operation off our coast. In addition, good 
weather enabled a large number of fishermen to pursue their work daily. 
Greater production could be expected from Kribi, for the sea there is 
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rich in pelagic and benthic especies, but they are not efficiently 
exploited by the few fishermen, who still use old methods and traditional 
equipment. 


We should note that the repaying of the loans granted the fishermen is 
proving difficult. The situation is as follows: Of the 8,461,700 francs 
advanced to 21 fishing teams, only 2,700,681 france have been repaid to 
date.

BELGIUM TO PROVIDE FINANCIAL AID IN 1980 
Yaounde CAMEROON TRIBUNE in French 16 Apr 80 pp 1, 4 


[Text] The Mixed Belgian-Cameroonian Commission appointed by the Mixed 
Technical Aid Commission held its fourth meeting in Brussels from 

26 to 28 March. The meeting enabled both parties to confirm their firm 
desire to develop bilateral cooperation. It was in this spirit that major 
agreements were signed or completed in the agriculture, livestock breeding, 
education and health sectors. Finally, Belgium plans to provide our 
country with aid this year in the amount of 700 million CFA francs. 


The mixed commission for which the general technical aid agreement between 
Belgium and the Cameroon provides held its fourth session in Brussels 
between 26 and 28 March of thie year. 


On this occasion, two cooperation agreements were signed by the Cameroonian 
minister of economy and plan and the Belgian minister of cooperation for 
development. 


One of these agreements provides for a water distribution system in eight 
urban centers and the other provides for the development of swine and 
poultry production in Kounden. 


In addition, three agreements were initialed by the ministers, pertaining 
to the Dechang University Center, the establishment of nursery farms for 
plant materials designed to dynamize the coffee and cacao growing sectors, 
and finally, the training of registered nurses at the Maroua Medical 
Training Center. 


Among the projects already in existence, details were worked out for the 
means of implementing the plans for the Higher Normal School (materiel and 
personnel), the Maroua Zootechnical and Veterinary Training Center, and the 
training of nurses for the rural departments in Ayos. 


In addition, Belgium indicated its interest in collaborating with the 
National Zootechnical Training Center in Jakiri, as well as zoological

studies in the Wum and Mayo Darle region. Finally, negotiations were 
begun with regard to a new proposal for technical, construction and equip- 
ment assistance for the livestock breeding station in Bali. 


With regard to scholarships, the following annual program was established: 
30 atudy scholarships in the Cameroon, 8 in Belgium and 70 months of ap- 
prenticeship per year. 


In the economic and trade sector, Mr Youssoufa Daouda signed a mutual in- 
vestment promotion and protection agreement with the Belgian minister of 
foreign commerce, and negotiations were undertaken with a view to reaching 
an agreement on double taxation, 


In order to promote the development of trade relations, Belgium will add a 
commercial attache to its embassy staff in Yaounde, will appoint an economic 
study mission in 1980, and will supply aid to the National Foreign Trade 
Center. The Cameroon, for its part, will send a delegation of businessmen 
to Belgium shortly. 


A state loan of 100 million Belgian francs (some 700 million CFA francs) 
will be allocated to the Cameroon in 1980. 


In the realm of relations in air transport, negotiations will be undertaken 
as soon as possible to update the agreement signed between the Cameroon and 
Belgium in November of 1971. 
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CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC 


DACKO KEEPING CLOSE REIGN ON OPPOSITION 
Paris DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 7 Apr 80 p 24 


[Text] While on a "working visit" to France between 24 and 28 March, 
Central African Republic President David Dacko submitted to his interlocutors 
a plan for economic and social recovery the total cost of which is estimated 
at 900 million france for the years 1980 and 1981. France, which has al- 
ready spent 68 million france in the Central African Republic during the 
last quarter of 1979 and 10 million in the first 2 months of this year, will 
have to finance the greater part of this project. Almost half of the 
investments will be allocated for the improvement of transportation and 
communications infrastructures, and about a third for the development of 
food and commercial crops. Plans also call for a substantial increase in 
private investments in Bangui, in particular in cotton and coffee. 


President Dacko met with a number of industrialists and bankers in Paris. 
Moreover, a meeting of investors may be held in Bangui in June. If this 
first official visit to France, 6 months after the fall of the empire, was 
devoted mainly to economic aid, political questions were nonetheless taken 
up during the two interviews at the Elysee Palace. 


Under the influence of his peers in the UDEAC [Customs and Economic Union of 
Central Africa], President Dacko opted definitely for a single party. The 
Central African Democratic Union (UDC), which held its constituent congress 
in Bangui from 10 to 17 March, should allow him to consolidate his authority 
over the whole of the country, with the perspective of the presidential 
elections in 1982 in view. In principle, there will be but a single can- 
didate endorsed by the UDC and President Dacko could well be that candidate. 
Failing that, the designated successor might be Francois Pehoua, currently 
with the Central Bank of Cameroon, which has long enjoyed the sympathies 

of Giscard d'Estaing. Vice President Henri Maidou, for his part, does not 
conceal the fact that he would not mind the job. His campaign would be 
aided by the Paris office of the Central African Press Agency, a center 
established and financed by businessmen close to certain factions of 
Giscard's party. 
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But if President Dacko chooses to run, he will leave few openings for his 
opponents. Certain statements by Henri Maidou resembling a candidate's 
etatemente keenly displeased him, it ie said, If he is seeking to rally 
certain former militante in the Central African People's Liberation Move- 
ment (MPLC), he te on the other hand keeping in prison, or under howe 
arrest, not only Ange Patasee, but aleo a number of hie friends, in par- 
ticular etudente and teachers, ae well ae a journaliet, J. V. Tehendo, 
who was arrested last 4 November. As to Abel Goumba, he ie etill tu 
Cotonou and those of hie colleagues who came from Brazzaville for the 
round-table in October have returned to the Congo.

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NATION UNDERGOING MOST SERIOUS OF ITS MANY CRISES

[Text] The second and major Ndjamena battle began some 15 days ago. This 
time, the casualties are very heavy. The protagonists were Goukouni Oueddei, 
the president of the republic, and Hiesein Habre, the state minister for 
defense. The other main factions in Chad seemed to support the chief of 
state in this decisive engagement. Chad is passing through one of the most 
serious crises in ite already-eventful history. Ideological conflicts, 
struggles for power, tribal and religious clashes, foreign greed--everything 
is mixed in. Ie thie the end, the final collapse of a country so long in 
the process of being torn apart? 


Ie it still possible to save Chad? The illness which has never ceased to 
erode the country for 14 years has now grown worse, and like gangrene, it 
is on the point of crushing this sick country for good. All of the solu 
tions and all of the modern remedies have been tried in vain. 


At firet the ailment was underestimated, if not scoffed at. This was at 
the beginning, around 1965, when a handful of peasants rebelled again:t 

the demands of a neocolonial administration which was intolerably wavare, 
incapable and at the very least ill adapted. This event was at that time 
very simply diemiseed as a peasant incident. But the movement took on 
breadth. It epread and the political opposition took it up in order to give 
it a political content and a goal: overthrow of the neocolonial regime to 
the benefit of a national and progressive regime. 


Faced with the development of armed opposition, the government turned to a 
foreign power, France, to crush the rebellion in blood. Nothing was ac- 
complished. The various French expeditionary corps were unable to achieve 
their goale over a 10-year period. On the contrary, they suffered many 
reverses. The first, and then the second government were opposed with 
ever-increasing vigor, particularly since they were strangely similar in 
their methods. Meanwhile, the rebellion pursued its inexorable path. In

victory or defeat, the rebele continued their advance: “Conquer or bear 
witness," euch wae their slogan. 


During thie long period in which more than one opportunity to arrive at an 
acceptable solution wae lost, a number of political negotiations were 
launched through the intermediary of a number of countries. To begin with, 
France, which played both roles, areonist and fireman. And African countries 
ae well--Egypt, Senegal, the Ivory Coast, Libya, Sudan and Nigeria, to 
mention only some of then. 


Last year, the situation altered drastically. As a result of a serious 
crisis caused by a former rebel who became prime minister in Ndjamena, 
Hiesein Habre, the rebellion won power. The FROLINAT has controlled Chad 
since March 1979, but it does not govern it. The paradox in this country 
has never ceased to intrigue more than one observer. The people of Chad 
themecives sometimes admit they no longer understand it. 


How is it possible in fact to comprehend such a complex and undecipherable 
situation in an Africa where we have become accustomed to simpler, indeed 
simplistic, echemes? Here is a country which has a coalition government 
including no less than 11 factions, such that the leadership level is 
blocked and paralyzed even before the ministers can begin to exercise their 
authority! 


The government in Ndjamena? A great farce. The reservations voiced about 
the content of the Lagoe agreement and its contradictions, an agreement the 
implementation of which however everyone is demanding, remained valid. How 
can one conceive of any governmental action when the executive branch lacks 
authority in the capital iteelf? 


As is known, Ndjamena has been wider the military control of two main 
factions for a year: Goukouni Oveddei's People's Armed Forces (FAP) and 
the enigmatic Hissein Habre's Northern Armed Forces (FAN). A capital is 
alwaye and everywhere the political symbol of the state. In the days 

when Gen Felix Malloum and the blustering Colonel Kamougue controlled it, 
they exercised their authority there. It sufficed for them to lose 
Ndjamena to be forced out of power. Could two different, contradictory and 
adverse forces coexist in the capital? Experience proved they could not. 
Either in the days of the Malloum-Habre tandem or today, with Oueddei-Habre. 


Major military maneuvers have followed one upon the other. Last year, as 
soon as news was out about the February clashes, Goukouni's FROLINAT forces 
rushed toward Ndjamena. During the last battle, all the forces established 
in the interior of the country tried, with a greater or lesser degree of 
success, to move toward the capital. 


But let us return to the inertia of the government. Since it does not even 
contro] the capital, how can it decide in the name of a cowtry which is 
entirely beyond ite control? There is often talk of Chad without any 








realization of the extent to which the division has reached a point of no 
return. Four main forces share military control of the national territory-- 
Goukouni's FROLINAT in the BET [Borkou-Ennedi-Tibesti], Kanem and Lac; the 
PAN in Biltine, Ouaddai, a part of Batha and Guera; the Joint Action Front 
(PAC), rallying three factions, in a part of Guera, Batha and Chari-Baguirmi, 
and Salamat; and the FAT in the five prefectures in the South. 


In order better to understand the situation, it is necessary to know that 
each force exercises total authority in ite zone, without informing the 
central government, much lease consulting it. The supreme authority is 

the head of the faction who, from his residence (which may be abroad) gives 
ordere and acte inetead and in place of the government. The national army’ 
The symbol of the South, it has remained in the southern areas since it 
retreated there a year ago. There are of course 2,000 soldiers who are still 
prisoners of the FROLINAT in the BET and some military detachments in the 
capital. The national police? It has suffered the same fate more or less. 
The national administration? It collapsed entirely after the South "re- 
covered" ite army of cadres, representing almost 80 percent of the total 
personnel. 


Under these conditions, it is hard to imagine how an administration already 
known for the negligence of ite officials could function. Thus the basic 
foundations of the state no longer exist. Ase a result of the very marked 
tribal and religious antagoniems in the past year, the Chadian nation, which 
was being forged and trying to emerge, has become a utopia. It suffices 

for example to assess the preponderant role played by the Imam of the 
mosque in Ndjamena and the Islamic committee to become persuaded of it. 
Strangely, since the arrival of Hiesein Habre in Ndjamena and the events 

of February 1979, religion has gained ascendancy over all the national 
considerations. 


The Friday prayers at the great mosque in Ndjamena have the appearance of 
political meetings: 30 minutes of political speeches and 3 minutes of 
prayer. The most reactionary subjects are discussed there every week. 

The movement of the Moslem brothers, known for ite integrism and its pro- 
fascist spirit, found fertile ground in Ndjamena, where ite Chadian 
disciples professed their faith in all freedoms. Consequently it is 
understandable that the Imam of the mosque attempted to impose on the 
fraternal enemies, Habre and Goukouni, a compromise, however lame, to prevent 
either one of them from destroying the holy Moslem alliance against the 
Kirdi and the Koufar peoples in the animist South. 


Beyond the religious conflicts of recent origin, the drama in Chad is how- 
ever basically political. But it is known that where the Third World and 
Africa in particular are concerned, the easy path involves explaining 
political difficulties in terms of ethnic and religious considerations. 


In Chad the origin of the evil is political: the exploitation of the dis- 
inherited by a privileged clase sponsored by the colonial administration. 
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On the national level, it is a question of putting an end to the 
neocolonial and imperialist exploitation of the country. This is the 
meaning of the battle which has had many ups and downs. Ase in any under~ 
taking of thie nature, the movement cannot be channeled and can only lead 
to victory through a man or a group of men capable of directing and 
galvanizing the aspirations of the people. Lacking that, the revolution in 
Chad will remain incomplete, particularly since it was hindered at the 
outeet by internal contradictions, and externally, by a hostile environment. 


How in fact is it possible to allow an experiment of this nature to pursue 
ite normal course and succeed in the heart of Africa? Foreign powers have 
taken it upon themselves to settle thie problem and to prevent the events 
in Chad from teking on a symbolic value. 


Abroad it ie also necessary to take into account the existence of a 
Qadhdhafi, with hie Machiavellian calculations. After having annexed a part 
of the territory of Chad, the dream of the Libyan leader is nothing less 
than to make a mere satellite of thie country. Ie it necessary to pay this 
price to have peace return to Chad? As long as there are citizens of Chad 
who are weak and sold out to Qadhdhafi, trouble spote will never cease to 
develop. Until there is a government in Ndjamena entirely in the pay of 
the Jamahiriya, thie country will not see an end to its difficulties. This 
is the sad equation imposed by the Libyan regime. Certain leaders in Chad 
have indeed understood this clearly, Hissein Habre first and foremost. He 
quite legitimately embodies the image of pure and strict nationalism, un- 
compromising when it comes to the Libyan appetite. But what can 4 man \ 
alone do? 


And Hisesein Habre is assuredly more and more isolated. When he took office 
as prime minister in 1979, he had every likelihood of rallying national 
support and then supplanting the chief of state. But, pressed from all 
sides, he sought to move too fast and created for himself adamant enmity. 
For example he committed the error of choosing regional and religious 
themes to mobilize a part of the population. It is true that he prepared 
for confrontation and thus sensitized the opinion sector most receptive to 
his speeches. 


Today, one wonders how Hissein Habre could achieve his ambitious goals. 
Spurned by the South, he is also scorned by a number of other faction leaders. 
Which is to say they are almost unanimously against him. And if the Libyans 
are pressing all the factions which have come out of the FROLINAT toward 
reunification, it is in order better to isolate and defeat it. And the 
party involved has clearly realized this. This is why he has consolidated 
his positions in the interior, and has since the beginning of the year in- 
creased hie area of influence. Since January, he has broadened his 
territory by gaining control of Amdam, and more recently Bokoro and Mongo. 
At the expense of the FAC, which undertook a rapprochement with the FAP at 
the beginning of the year, in very timely fashion. 
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Thie te the only explanation of the savage conflicts Ndjamena has 
experienced. It ie a fact that no faction was seriously prepared for then, 
for the battles developed in Bokoro and Mongo. But feelings were running 
eo high that a minor incident could take on the proportions we have seen. 


Everyone in Ndjamena hae consistently feared a clash between the FAN and 
the FAP. Political dialectics made it inevitable that the political 

crisis in Chad would come to that one day. The struggle for power has ite 
reasons, sometimes absurd. The results are now visible. While waiting for 
Ndjamena to rise from ite ashes, it is necessary now to think of the future. 
Experience has fully demonstrated that no agreement is viable if it must 
lead to a coalition government. Political practice and theory have taught 
we that the authority cannot be shared. This truth is even more valid for 
a sick country. 


If all the factions are opposing Hissein Habre energetically, it is because 
he makes no mystery of hie ambitions: his short-term plan was to eliminate 
or supplant the other factions in order to be the only interlocutor with 
Colonel Kamougue's southern forces. In that plan, he failed, for the time 
being, but Hissein Habre, who believes that in politics the balance of 
forces determines everything, will make every effort to avoid being in a 
weak position. Which means that he will eternally begin again. The diplo- 
matic efforte undertaken will not basically resolve the problem. With a 
cease-fire achieved, it still remains necessary to reunite the 11 factions 
in order to get new agreements signed. After some months, there will again 
be a clash. The cycle will repeat iteelf. Until final victory is won? 
What victory? Whose? Or are we in fact already witnessing the breakup of 
Chad? 
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HABRE'S FORCES REPORTEDLY MAKING GAINS

[Text] A epokesman for the Armed Forces of the North (FAN) announced 
Thureday 3 April that Hissein Habre's soldiers had occupied the buildings 
of the former gendarmerie, the control of which opens access to the road 
leading to the airport of Chad's capital. The gendarmerie was the place 
where the Congolese "Neutral Force" was billeted, of which the last members

According to the same spokesman, the FAN is said to control most of the 
northern part of the city and to have forced a column of the Chadian 

Armed Forces (FAT) belonging to the southerner vice president Kamougue 

and the soldiers of the Revolutionary Democratic Council (CDR) of Ahmat 
Acyl, minister of Foreign Affairs, the pro-Libyan Arab branch of the Common 
action Front (FAC), to withdraw to the south of Ndjamena. 


Mahamat Moussa Adoum, vice president of the Western Armed Forces (FAO) 
Thureday accused Hissein Habre of having wanted "to attempt a coup d'etat 
that ie far from succeeding." Furthermore, the FAO formally denied Libya's 
intervention in the Chadian conflict and accused Hissein Habre of receiving 
aid from Egypt. 


Contrary to certain reports, President Goukouni has not withdrawn to 
Parcha, the outskirts surrounding the FAP [People's Armed Forces) zone. 
He continues to occupy his residence located at the edge of the river and 
does not intend to leave it, we learn in Ndjamena from reliable sources.

[Report on interview with Chad national unity transition goverment delegation 
in Algiers by Boussad Abdiche: "From Tombalbaye to Habre--The Same Scenario" |} 


{Text} How ie the Chad conflict developing? The sparse information coming 
out of the African country usually refers to a bitter struggle between two 
men and two movements which do not hesitate to spread mourning and sorrow 
among an innocent population, the main victim of a settlement of accounts 
whose outcome is uncertain. 


In the eyes of a reader unfamiliar with Chad realities, Goukouni Oueddei 
and Hiessene Habre bear equal responsibility for the drama whose result could 
simply be the disappearance of Chad as a state. 


What is the real situation? What are the real particulars of a problem whose 
outcome seems increasingly uncertain? We put these questions and many more 
to a national unity transition government [GUNT) delegation traveling 
through Algiers. 


"Yes, you are right toask us about all this. You are not the only person 
who does not understand these matters. You are in a similar position as 
all those who have been unable to acquire firsthand knowledge of realities 
concerning our people and who have had--for lack of something better--to be 
content with some very biased information disseminated by Western, especial- 
ly French, masse information media. 


"Yes, the problem has been represented as a struggle in a race for power 
between Goukouni and Habre, between the north and the south and between 
Islam and Christianity. However, our struggle is a genuine national liber- 
ation struggle which has been waged for 15 years or--to be more precise-- 
since the advent of so-called independence in 1960. Just 5 years under the 
Tombalbaye regime was sufficient to make the people start a revolt. This 
means that since 1975 there has been no peace in our country and our people 
have not laid down their arms. 
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"Following some more or lees localized revolts, a decisive turning point 
in the revolutionary struggle wae reached in 1977, At that time French 
imperialiem, which had been directly engaged in the fighting since 1968-- 
especially through ite foreign legion--started to suffer bitter defeate-- 
the rumpus about the Claustre affair and, especially, the seizure by our 
combatante of euch important centere as Bardai, Zouar, Faya Largeau, 
Ounianga and Sallal only 450 km from N'Djamena. 


"In fact, since 1975, faced with bitter setbacks, imperialism adopted a new 
strategy. Any change in strategy was still out of the question [as published] 
but it was necessary to replace the man in order, imperialism hoped, to de- 
fuse the situation. Hence the military coup. It was believed that a mili- 
tary dictatorship would be able to fight effectively the ‘rebellion.’ Mal- 
loum was released from prison and propelled to the office of head of state. 


“However, this step also proved unsuccessful because matters remained funda- 
mentally unchanged since the same kind of dictatorship continued to prevail 
and similar problems and ills and the same kind of domination remained. There- 
fore, in 1978, it was decided to adopt a new military strategy. This time, 
aman from the north was necessary to try to calm the very turbulent inhabi- 
tante of that region. Hissene Habre was brought out of his retreat. At 
this point I will stop for a moment to draw a profile of the man for you. 

In 1957, he already was an official in the French Army or--to be more pre- 
cise--secretary in an artillery unit commiseariat based on Fay-Largeau. In 
1964 he became subprefect and in 1966 he was sent to Paris to attend lec- 
tures at the Colonial Administration School. After he returned to Chad in 
1970 he was considered a possible candidate for a ministerial portofolio. 
Thies was the man who was chosen in 1977 with a view to setting him against 
Malloum--despite objections among the grass roots which realized that the 
man enjoyed no support among the people--and who was, as it wore, groomed 
and prepared for a role in N'Djamena." 


Habre Was Opposed to Lagos Accords 


“A duumvirate was then set up and the February events, with their share of 
suffering and mourning, followed. And then Kano and, finally, the Lagos 
accords when respresentatives of 11 movements concluded an agreement under 
the aegis of neighboring countries and the OAU. Everybody agreed to return 
to N'Djamena to form a national unity government. 


"It took 4 months to bring together all the people concerned who were scat- 
tered throughout the world. 


"Eventually, a national unity government started to function and initial 
structures were set up. Habre had gone to Lagos unwillingly and had always 
been opposed to a fundamental point of the agreement, namely the departure 
of foreign troops. He then started to undertake systematic acts of sabotage 
against the GUNT. In N'Djamena, his troops arrested and tortured any one 
who did not support him. 
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"with the connivance of his finance minister he squandered state funds de- 
rived from customs duties and the state treasury. The GUNT repeatedly 
warned him, demanding that he show respect for the Lagos accords. In vain. 
Right from the beginning he had been opposed to the agreements since be- 
cause of the number of the movements represented in Lagos, his chances of 
achieving the objective which he had always aimed for--power--were reduced. 


"Even after he became prime minister he did not hesitate to flout what was 
then called the fundamental charter. What he wanted was to become head of 
state. 





"Consequently, he crossed the Rubicon by having the Council of Ministers en- 
circled by hie North Armed Forces [RAN] on 20 March 1980. 


"While we sought peace, he prepared for war. He engaged in intensive re- 
cruiting and turned Abeche into hie fief which he militarized. His forces 
occupied Ati, Bokoro, Amdam and Mongo. On 20 March 1980 he launched a num- 
ber of offensives. However, we were on our guard." 


"Would he have staged a coup if he had not been fully supported by his pro- 
tectors? Otherwise, how can you explain that of the 11 movements represented 
in N'Djamena--4 or 5 of which had their own armies--only 1--that of Habre-- 
was able to attack the existing authorities in the hope of defeating them 
rapidly? His forces were equipped and trained by colonialism and supported 
by Egypt and other reactionary Arab countries which gave him all the neces- 
sary material aid. 


"As for neutrality, can you be neutral when there is a legal government on 
the one hand and a man who has rebelled against legality on the other? And 
can you say that you are neutral when you have Chad territory kept under 
surveillance by ‘North Atlantic Brequet aircraft' and then disseminiate 
false information? 


"Recently, a French press agency, well established in N'Djamena, reported 
that a Libyan column was on the move in the north. Now, as far as we know, 
that agency has no ‘Breguet-Atlantic’ aircraft. Well, those who overfly our 
territory for reasons of their own could have admitted, to demonstrate their 
objectiveness, that in fact this column was made up of our troops which were 
coming down from Tibesti. What would have been th’ reason for this attempt 
at deceiving public opinion if some very special interests were not involved? 


"Furthermore, a shell fell on our rear base at Grand-Moulin outside Farcha 
near N'Djamena, very close to the French positions. It is clear that that 
shell could have been fired only by those who fight against us since we 
would not have fired at ourselves. But when we asked the French ambassador 
for explanations he told us that if he is attacked he will make use of his 
right to retaliate. Rather strange language when used by a foreign power 
with a base in a sovereign country with a legal government ." 
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One Thousand Foreign Legionnaires as Reinforcements 


"If thoee foreigners feel that they are in danger in our country, who do 
they not leave? And, finally, let ue mention the fact that 1,000 foreign 
legionnaires disembarked in N'Djamena 8 daye ago. This information has been 
confirmed by the press. 


"What conclusions can be drawn from all this? 


"Relying on a surprise effect, the FAN and their allies hoped to be able to 
defeat the legal government in 8 days. However, not only did they fail to 
achieve thie objective but our forces are gaining ground. In the central 
region we have retaken Mongo, Bokoro and the Abeche crossroads. Habre had 
to evacuate al) his rear bases in order to concentrate his troops in 
N'Djamena. We ave seized some virtually new trucks with only 6,000 kw re- 
corded on their odometers. 


"In the capital itself the FAN have lost some important positions, including 
the police building--a real bunker and an important strategic point which 
has enabled our troops from the north and from the south to join forces. 

We have retaken the UN building, the customs and the city hall and the FAN 
have practically been encircled like in a pocket. All these factors have 
made Habre's protectors seek a cease-fire ec all costs since such a cease- 
fire would enable their agent to receover until some new intervention tac- 
tics, which are being activley prepared, were ready. For if Habre were 
defeated, imperialism would definitely lose its pawn in Chad. 


"However, there is no mention of the Lagos agreements in the cease-fire 
which has been proposed to us. In this connection some African countries, 
but not those who signed the Lagos accords, have been asked to help. In 
fact, who do the latter not do something? We are fighting to have these 
accords implemented but they also bear their share of responsibility in 
this respect. 


"The war which is now taking place in Chad is not a civil war. It is a 
revolutionary process in which an entire people resists imperialism repre- 
sented by its local agents. First, there was Tombalbaye, then Malloum and 
now there is Habre. In the struggle which we have been waging for the past 
15 years we have been fighting not against any individuals but against the 
forces and ideas which they have represented. 


"This analysis is not merely our own; it is also that of the steadfastness 
front countries which have stated that the Camp David accords have been di- 
rected not only against Palestine but also against the Middle East and 
Africa. 


"We believe that as a result of the statements made by the steadfastness 
front, imperialism and reaction must have realized that progressive coun- 
tries are not prepared to see the plot hatched against Chad defeat Chad's 
legitimate government and the Chad people's aspirations." 
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In conclusion, our interlocutora stated that they sincerely hope for an 
end to hostilities in their country in order to be able to rebuild it with 
a view to ineuring that the entire people can live in peace and that nation- 
al concord prevails. 


However, they explained, full implementation of the Lagos accords is a pre- 
requisite for peace. 


"We have right on our side and if we have to continue to fight to insure 
that freedom and justice prevail, we will fight," they emphasized.

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SITUATION OF FRENCH IN SOUTH DESCRIBED AS PRECARIOUS

Lrext/ Ndjamena--Fighting is age’n raging in Ndjamena where pauses in the 

e of the day and night are seen less and less, The number of wounded 
received daily at the French military camp hospital, which had dropped to 

15 per day, is back up to nearly 50. Just as many are admitted every day at 
the Enmir (field hospital) of Kousseri on the Cameroonian bank of the Chari 
River. In all, with the slightly wounded currently handled by the combat- 
ants’ outpatient departments, there are at least 150 persons who, every 24 
hours, are struck by bursting shells, mortars or shots from automatic weap- 
ons. However, for the moment this intensification in the fighting does not 
always produce any significant changes in the front lines. 


The highest number of "stray bullets” falling these days in the Tacaud camp 
seems, at the most, to indicate that the fighting has drawn somewhat nearer 
to the area where most of the French civilians have taken refuge (about 40), 
the area held by President Goukouni's Popular Armed Forces (FAP), while 
another 15 have not yet left the opposition area in the hands of the Armed 
Forces of the North. 


Moreover, steps have been taken to double the furious “propaganda campaign 
by radio” and, according to Radio-Chad which has been supporting the posi- 
tions of Hissein Habre for about 12 daye, the "Voice of Lawfulness” has been 
presenting the arguments of President Goukouni and the forces supporting him 
since 19 April. 


Virulent Attacks 


The appellation is significant. In fact, the anti-Habre coalition is in- 
creasingly and not without cleverness playing the card of lawfulness, pre- 
senting the minister of defense and his followers as "rebels." 


Paradoxically, it is for the approximately 250 Frenchmen, who are continuing 
to live far from the current fronts in the country’s southern provinces 
controlled by Colonel Kamovgue's Chadian Armed Forces (FAC), that the French 
authorities in Ndjamena are presently most concerned. 
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For months a feeling of great hostility has been developing in thie area, 
principally in Moundou, in opposition to the former metropolis which ie ac- 
cused of having “abandoned” ite former Saras proteges last year in favor of 
the people of the North. 


Radio-Moundou, widely heard by the tense of thousands of refugees fron the 
capital where they lost everything, ie particularly virulent, not hesitating 
te accuse France of “preparing an attack” behind FAC's defenses from a base 
in neighboring Central African Republic. Completely isolated in the midst 
of people hostile toward them, the French--mostly experte who, under condi- 
tions which for the moment are etill somewhat satisfactory, are continuing 
to operate the few agroindustrial enterprises (especially cotton and sugar) 
which the war has up to now spared and which are therefore the country's 
last resources--are being increasingly taken as hostages and it is greatly 
feared in Ndjamena that they may sometine be victine of serious extortions. 


In the opinion of certain observers, only a solemn and rapid commitaent by 
France in favor of the Saras people, simultaneously accompanied by concrete 
measures of aid and cooperation, would be capable of warding off thie danger.

[Text of the joint communique issued on the visit of the prime minister 
in South Yemen] 


[Text] The offictal visit of the prime miniever to the People's Democratic 
Republic of Yemen was sanctioned by the signing of a joint communique 
whose content follows: 


By invitation of H.E. Mr Nasir Muhammad al-Hasani, member of the Political 
Bureau of the Yemeni Socialist Party, vice-president of the Supreme Council 
of the People and president of the Council of Ministers of the People's 
Democratic Republic of Yemen, Mr Gourad Hamadou Barkat, prime minister 

of the Republic of Djibouti paid an official visit to the People's Democratic 
Republic of Yemen from 15 to 18 March 1980. 


The prime minister Mr Gourad Hamadou Barkat and the members of his dele- 
gation were warmly greeted in conformity with the close relations uniting 
the People's Democratic Republic of Yemen and the Republic of Djibouti. 


Mr Abd al-Fatah Iema'il, secretary general of the Central Committee of the 
Yemeni Socialist Party and president of the Supreme Council of the People 
received Mr Gourad Hamadou Barkat, prime minister of the Republic of 
Djibouti.

The Unity of the Yemeni People 


The two sides affirmed that the implementation of the Yemeni people's unity, 
in accordance with the agreements of Cairo, Tripoli, Kuwait and Sana, 

meets the interest and aspirations of the Yemeni people as well as their 
development and progress and constitutes a factor of stability. Thus the 
unity of the Yemeni people is a step on the way toward unity in the Arab 
nation and a determining force in the just struggle of the Arab nation. 


The two sides attached particular importance to the situation prevailing 
in the Middle East and reaffirmed their firm adherence to the decisions 
of the Arab summits in Baghdad and Tunis and to their implementation. 
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They repeated their total rejection of the capitulationist separate peace 
treaty between the Egyptian regime and the Zionist entity and condemned 
the latest dispositions arrived at within this treaty's context relative 
to the normalization of Egyptian-leraeli relations. 


Unconditional Support for the Palestinian People 


The two eides reiterated their total support for the Palestinian Arab 
people's struggle to recover their legitimate rights and the creation of 
an independent state under the leadership of the PLO, their only legitimate 


representative. 


They also expressed their support for the struggle of the Palestinian 
people in the occupied territories in opposing the capitulation plane of 
the Egyptian regime, an accomplice of the Zionist entity--plans which aim 
at imposing internal autonomy and liquidating the Palestinian cause. 


The two sides reviewed the situation in the area of the Indian Ocean and 
the Red Sea and demanded that this region be a zone of peace, security and 
atabilicy. They emphasized the necessity to achieve cooperation between 
the countries bordering the Red Sea to exploit the wealth and resources 
of this body of water to the benefit of their peoples. 


As to Africa, the two sides vigorously condemned the racist regime of 

South Africa and reiterated their support for the African liberation 
movements, notably that of Namibia, for political and economic independence.

The two sides underlined the importance of peace and stability in the Horn 
of Africa, as weil as the peaceful and cooperative relations between the 
countries of that region, based on good neighborliness, respect of national 
sovereignty and national independence and noninterference in internal 
affaires and the settling of conflicts by peaceful means. 


Adherence to the Nonalined Movement 


The two sides expressed their adherence to the objectives and principles 
of the nonalined movement, their faith in the role of nonalined countries 
on the international scene and the fight against raciem and colonialism. 


Mr Gourad Hamadou Barkat, the prime minister, warmly thanked his brother, 
Nasir Muhammad al-Hasani, president of the Council of Ministers and the 
People's Democratic Republic of Yemen, for the warm agd brotherly reception 
offered him during his entire stay in the People's Democratic Republic of 
Yemen. 


He extended an official invitation to his brother, Nasir Muhammad al-Hasani, 
to visit the Republic of Djibouti. The invitation was accepted, and a 
date will be set later.

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BUYO DAM TO BE OPERATIONAL IN AUGUST 
Abidjan FPRATERNITE-MATIN in French 14 Mar 80 p 9 


[Text] The Buyo Daa--with a reservoir capacity of 8.4 billion cubic 
meters--wil) be able to produce energy within 6 or 7 months, when the lake 
has stored the water necessary to operate the turbines. Storage of the 
water began last Wednesday when Minister of State Auguste Denies gave the 
order to close the five sluice gates at the power plant. Buyo will accord- 
ingly produce 850 million kilowatt hours, which will augment our overall 
energy production from hydroelectric sources--an estimated 730 aillion 
kilowatt hours in 1979, representing sore than 45 percent of the total 
production of the EECI [Ivory Coast Electric Power Company |}. 


Ae Minister of Finance Kone Abdoulaye pointed out at Wednesday's ceresony, 
after the rise in the cost of petroleum in 1973 the Ivory Goast opted for 
a clear-cut policy with respect to electric power--a policy “firaly 
oriented toward the development of hydroelectric power as a means of reduc- 
ing our energy depentence.” We may point out that thanks to the already 
existing dams, our country last year saved approximately 200,000 tons of 
fuel, which aleo represents a not inconsiderable saving in terms of foreign 
exchange. 


The Buyo Dam was completed 6 months ahead of schedule. Chantiers Modernes-- 
the company in charge of construction of the dam--ascribes this unparalleled 
performance to several factors: the establishment of a favorable policy; 
the installation of three first-class communication networks that make 
rapid and efficient transportation and communications possible between 
Abidjan and Buyo; the quality and performance of the material resources 
employed; excellent site selection; and so forth. 


The existence of the Buyo Dam will henceforth make it possible to regular- 
ise the contribution made by the future complex at Soubre, located down- 
stream from Buyo. In the opinion of Minister of Finance Kone Abdoulaye, it 
is essential that international financial institutions help us to pursue 
our policy of dam construction--the only way in which the price of a kilo- 
watt hour can be stabilised. In other words, the sinister of finance 
believes there is no point in pursuing the pol’ $= “ural electrification 
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if the cost of the electricity will then be beyond the means of the peas- 
ante. Let ue again note that the Buyo Das ie situated on the Sassanira 
River 80 kilometers upstream from Soubre, slightly south of the town of 
Buyo between the river's confluence with the Neo River and the Bola Rapids. 
When the dam has stored ite 8.4 billion cubic meters of water the reservoir 
will cover a total area of 900 equare seters--half that of the reservoir at 
Koeesou Daa. 


A Good Site 


The climate of that part of the country ise--the experts say--favorable and 
will enable the dam to hold to ite schedule, which calls for the reservoir 
to attain ite top level in 1981. Two-thirde--46,250 square kilometers--of 
the total basin of the Sassandra River drains into the reservoir behind the 
daa. 


The basin is subject to the tropical regimen--the alternation of a Novenber- 
April dry season and a May-October rainy season, with a slackening of 
precipitation in July and August. September is the sgonth recording the 
heaviest rainfall. 


Not long ago these same experte believed the Soubre hydroelectric complex 
(which will also help to increase our energy production) would have only 
a very limited--and local--significance, given the low level of domestic 
energy consumption anticipated for the area around the town of Soubre. 
This hypothesis, however, is liable to prove erroneous after exploitation 
of the Mount Klahoyo iron ore deposits has begun. It is even said that 
this project could for that very reason prove to be the most powerful 
hydroelectric complex ever constructed in the Ivory Coast and also the 
largest producer of electric power, with an installed capacity of 288 
megawatts and an average annual production of 1,490 gigawatt hours. These 
performances will be based on a normal water level of 157.50 meters and 
four 72-megawatt unite, ior a controlled flow of 700 cubic meters per 
second under a net head of 47.40 meters. 


It can be seen that the southwest central part of the country has made a 
good start toward its economic development. With completion of the Buyo 
Dam not only will there now be energy galore but many other economic 
activities as well will be developed. The populations that are impacted 
by the rise in the waters behind the dam (and whose relocation by the ARSO 
[Southwest Region Development 2*2 is still in progress) will be 
provided with new plantations which will prove to be very profitable 
because of the introduction of new methods of cultivation. The fishing 
industry will aleo be developed. The dam will provide work for approxi- 
mately 1,200 fishermen, who will exploit the protein reserve of the artifi- 
cial lake. 


This new activity is based on the experience acquired at Kossou by the AVB 
[Bandama Valley Development Authority]. The program for commercial crops 











from which the peasante will derive the greater part of their inoome 
will--over the long term--be supplemented by a program for cereal crops, 
principally rice and corn. (We shall return to thie subject.) 


We may say aleo that besides the aforementioned officials, Minister Kei 
Boguinard; Mayor Konan Kanga of Abidjan; the PDG [president-general 
race ARSO; the general manager of ERBCI (Ivory Coast Electric Power 
Company |; the French ambassador; and numerous members of parliament and 
economic advisers aleo made the trip to attend Wednesday's ceremony initi- 
ating the process of filling the reservoir. 


The ceremony began with a visit to the dam and concluded with luncheon. 
Specifications: 


The reservoir extends from a narrow point in the Saseandra River valley to 
a point just above the Bola Rapids. 


It is formed by two major dams: 


a. The principal dam, which closes off the Sassanira River valley. It 
consists of an embankment 3,615 meters in length with a maximum height of 
37 meters, and includes the spillway. 


b. The secondary dam--constructed on a saddle on the left bank of the 
river--forms an embankment 1,985 meters in length which is prolonged an 
additional 605 meters by the embankment across the Cite channel. In this 
context the water intake, the pressure conduits and the power plant form 
an ensemble from which a discharge channel has been constructed to join 
the river below the Bola Rapids, utilizing a 3,500 meter long thalweg. 


The number of rolled-fill layers was established at 204 for a maximum 
reservoir level at Hill 20. 


An access road to the dam has been constructed along the crest of the 
embankments; it is 7.50 meters in width and 6,200 meters in length. 


Taken as a whole, these works represent the following total quantities of 
materials:

U.S. GRAIN AID MAY PREVENT DETERIORATION OF SOCIAL CLI. ATE 
Parie DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 7 Apr 80 p 31

[Text) The east coast of Africa is a troubled region. "Kenya rises in 
the midet of this region like a rock, like an island of health, like a 
haven of peace and stability." It was in these terms that the American 
President, Jimmy Carter, saluted his Kenyan counterpart, Daniel Arap Moi, 
last 19 February. A fact which has taken on new importance following the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and the events in Iran. Today 31 
American warships are constantly plying the waters of the Indian Ocean and 
the Gulf where some 24,000 fighting men belonging either to the marines 
or the air force are stationed. 


Such a military presence presumes increased supply and storage capacities 
in the region. The base at Diego Garcia, despite an expansion project 
estimated at $140 million, would still not suffice, and the Pentagon ex- 
perts, studying a political map of Africa, quickly came to the conclusion 
that Kenya would be the sole sure ally. It is in fact the only one, as 
American diplomatic circles stress, which is not socialist, if one ex- 
cludes Djibouti, which is characterized by an essentially wustable 
geopolitical situation. It is true that Somalia, reported to have offered 
the United States ite Berbera base during the Ogaden war, would like to 
draw closer to the West, but there is still hesitation in Washington about 
accepting Mogadiscio as an entirely reliable ally, despite the recent pro- 
vision of naval facilities at Berbera for the American navy and the weapons 
purchase negotiated this year. Whereas Kenya... 


In Washington, the establishment of a permanent base on the coast was first 
envisaged. But President Moi was to reject this solution in the end, pre- 
ferring to make available to the American army the military, air and naval 
installations in Mombasa. In itself the Nairobi decision is nothing new 

because a number of countries--France, Great Britain, the Soviet Union, the 
United States--have occasionally obtained authorization in the past to use 
the facilities of the great Kenyan port. But in this case it is a question 





of regular use, to which would be added the storage of military fuel and 
materiel, with the Americans taking responsibility for certain modernization 
projecte. 


Kenya, which ie one of the African countries in which the budget allocation 
for the army ie the emallest, and which fears finding iteelf drawn into a 
costly armamente race, did not want to go so far as to sign a defense agree- 
ment with the United States. But during hie etay in the United States, 
President Moi pleaded for a “reaffirmation” of bilateral relations, in view 
of what he regards as a desire by the Soviet Union for expansion. This led 
to the decision by the Nairobi authorities to follow the path urged by 
Washington, and not to send the Kenyan athletes to the Olympic games in 
Moscow. Despite the brilliant performance of runner Henry Rono. 


Kenya, Jimmy Carter said, is a “haven of peace and stability." Washington 
clearly intends that it remain that. And if the Congress is preparing to 
cut the credit allocated in aid to the Third World substantially, the 
definite cute are certain not to affect Nairobi. United States economic 
aid to Kenya, which came to $48 million for the 1979-1980 budget period, 
ie expected to increase to $53 million during che next period. 


In addition, urgent aid was given to President Moi during his visit to 
Washington to allow him to deal with the grain shortage his country is 
experiencing--like the rest of East Africa--because of exceptionally bad 
weather conditions. Some 60,000 tons of corn, 30,000 tons of wheat and 
15,000 tons of rice from America are expected in the port of Mombasa 
beginning this month. 


On the American side, it is obviously stressed that this aid in food is in 
no way linked with strategic problems. Perhaps .. . but the fact none- 
theless remains that in February, a number of observers predicted a 
deterioration in the social climate in Kenya if the difficulties in sup- 
plying basic products became more acute. Which would obviously not be in 
the interests of the United States.

TRIALS OF FORMER GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS DESCRIBED 
Paris LE MONTE in French 25 Apr 80 p 4 
[Article by Jean-Claude Pomonti: "The ‘Corrupt’ Facing the 'Redeemer'"7 


[Text] Monrovia--A military-canteen hall, somewhat dilapidated and contain- 
ing a stage for musical performances on which five uniformed officers are 
now seated behind three simple tables joined together. At their feet, under 
two television projectors, surrounded by a few journalists seated on chairs, 
the current defendant, Mr Boyle Wola, former minister of defense, son-in-law 
of the late William Tolbert, the Liberian president killed 11 days ago. A 
little to one side, a soldier is doing his utmost to fill the role of clerk 
of court on a typewriter. Neither attorney, witness or stenographer. The 
military court appointed by the “council of redemption of the people" is in 
session. A few guards, automatic rifle in hand, have sat down at the four 
corners of this half-empty hall. The three counts of indictment: “treason, 
corruption, violation of human rights.” 


The defendant remains standing most of the time. Wearing a somewhat soiled 
short-sleeve shirt, he spends his time adjusting his trousers. He has nei- 
ther belt nor watch. He is alone, He must slow down his delivery to enable 
the typist to keep up. They give him a coca-cola. He is rarely interrupted. 
The court perks up a little when he is asked the amount of his fortune. His 
income? After several minutes of discussion, he estimates it to be about 
$30,000 per year. “You can verify that,” Mr Wola says. The colonel presid- 
ing over the court replies: “You are also accused of corruption. That is 
why we are asking this question. The rest of us were not conducting any 
business.” 


On several occasions the court must take a break. Outside, the traffic, 
which some boysco'+* are trying to handle, has become congested toward noon. 
Hundreds of wome - ing and chanting slogans hostile to Tolbert, are re- 
turning from the + (‘tial palace where they went to cheer the new head 
of state, Staff Sera | Samuel Doe. Police-car sirens, whistles and horn 
tooting make it impossible to hear the defendant at times. Mr Wola has 
great difficulty making his deposition. 
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In observing thie scene, it is difficult to believe that the defendant is 
gambling for his life and that there, under a fan and three neon tubes, we 
see unfolding before us a trial being held by natives against the sons of 
freedmen who have come back from the United States and exercised control for 
35 years. Moreover, that is perhaps not entirely the case, During a session 
break, the presiding officer told us that the "council of redemption of the 
people"--17 noncommissione? officers and soldiers--may question the decision 
of the court. "The ‘council of redemption’ has the last word,” he assures us. 


At a distance of 100 meters, 9 poste of unequal height stand out against the 
ocean, It is there that 13 dignitaries of the former regime were publicly 
executed on Tuesday. According to the press, the elder brother of the for- 
mer head of state, himself former president of the senate, "seemed already 
dead when they attached him to the post." As for Cecil Dennis, former min- 
ister of foreign affairs, he prayed until several machinegun blasts shattered 
him in two.” Former Minister of Agriculture Cyril Bright's head "was split 
open by the bullets.” "The soldiers and the crowd," WEEKEND NEWS wrote, "in- 
sulted the former ministers as they were being led to the execution posts. 
The spectators applauded loudly at the end." 


Revolt of the Poor 


Several thousand Liberians witnessed the scene. The head of state, who had 
just held his first press conference, was also present. 


Staff Sergeant Doe willingly appeals to the "little people” whose fate was 
surely not the prime concern of +he former reigning family. His speech is 
simple: he intends to put an end to “discrimination,” appeals to "honesty" 
and promises to respect his country's international commitments. The revolt 
of the poor has not yet taken root, Liberia's new leaders--a team of non- 
commissioned officers and “progressive” politicians just out of prison--en- 


joy broad popular support. 


In such an atmosphere of abandon and gaiety, Mr Wola, who they say is very 
wealthy, is all the more alone. It is his turn. He defends himself by ex- 
plaining that Tolbert had relieved him of his duties as a minister and that 
he had never participated in last year's decision to call for help in face 
of demonstrations by Guinean soldiers in the vicinity of Monrovia. One of 
the judges asks him, "Did you at the time give the order to fire on groups 
of citizens demonstrating in the streets of Monrovia, and this, despite the 
fact that those citizens had no weapons with which to defend themselves?" 
The clerk, conscientious, types his negative anewer. A siren wails outside. 
The boyscoute continue to blow their whistles.

FRENCH COMMUNIST PARTY DELEGATION HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE 

Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 4, 5 Apr 80 

[Interview with French Communist Party Secretary General Georges Marchais |] 
{4 Apr 80, pp 1-2] 


[Text] A heavily attended press conference at the Tsimbazaza Palace last 
evening was the culmination of the visit paid to Madagascar by the French 
Communist Party (PCF) delegation headed by its secretary general, 

Georges Marchais. 


Those not present, for once, were truly in error. For they missed a 
full-dress recital lasting 2 1/4 hours, during which the interest of the 
audience never faltered for a moment. 


The audience? A substantial number of representatives of the Tananarive 
press, augmented by representatives of the foreign press agencies 
accredited to the RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar] and the embassy 
press attaches, not to mention all of the officers and many other repre- 
sentatives of the ANP [National Popular Assembly], headed by 

President Andrianarahinjaka, who had just had a lengthy interview with the 
PCF leaders. 


The subject? Nothing was lacking. Georges Marchais answered all the 
questions asked of him and many that were not (Palestinian question, the 
Moscow Olympics) with tact and skill. Thus we were privileged to hear a 
complete account from a talented speaker who in addition occupies a leading 
place on the French, European, indeed international political scene. 


What passages should be quoted from the statements by Mr Marchais? Perhaps 
priority should be given to the "three main axes" which he himself stressed 
in his preliminary statement and which he developed in his answers to 
questions from the press. 


l. The profound combat solidarity of the French communists with the 
progressive and revolutionary forces of the world, including those in 
Madagascar led by Didier Ratsiraka. 
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2. The concern with giving France an image other than “that of pressure 
politics and intervention embodied by Valery Giecard d'Bataing,” in partic- 
uler in the realm of cooperation, 


3. The appeals for a broad convergence of views with the Malagasy revolu- 
tionary leadere with a view to making the Indian Ocean a sone of peace. 


That having been said, Georges Marchais expressed hie appreciation of the 
welcome given the PCF here in Madagascar, and for the exchange of views 
and experiences he had with President Rateiraka and the National Front for 
the Defense of the Revolution (FNDR). He expressed the view that the 
“original Malagasy path" seemed excellent co him because “it hase the 
broad support of the people's masses." (See in addition the full text of 
the joint communtque.) 


The exchange of questions and anewere was to give him an opportunity to 

tear apart the imperialist strategy ("there is a sharing of tasks among the 
imperialiete"), to make a foray into French political life in connection 
with inflation (criticiem of Mr Barre), the defunct Union of the Left, and 
the coming presidential elections, as well as another venture into the 
international situation, particularly in Africa (Zimbabwe, South Africa) and 
Asia (Afghanistan, Kampuchea, Vietnam), etc. 


The striking thing was the sincerity of tone, the clarity of the explanations, 
dialectic sweeping everything from ite path. In a word, Georges Marchais 
has dynamism, and his phrasing, based on clear and trenchant principles, 

can without a doubt only disturb those laggards in the new era we have been 
experiencing for 5 years now, under the leadership of Didier Ratsiraka. 


After his preliminary statement, Mr Georges Marchais answered the varied 
questions from journalists. The following is a summary of the questions and 
anevere. 


[Question] Mr Secretary General, what was your impression on being welcomed 
by President Didier Reteiraka at a former French army base, now liberated? 


[Anewer] My response is to be found within your question, for this base was 
formerly French. Without a doubt, President Didier Ratsiraka did not pur- 
posely choose this locale to welcome me. 


But the holding of this meeting in this place proves the desire of the 
Malagasy people and their leaders fully to aseume total independence for 
their country. This base has been evacuated by the French military forces, 
and as President Didier Rateiraka made very clear, there is no question of 
allowing the establishment of another foreign base. 


[Question] It is known that the PCF has substantial resources. Has any 
form of cooperation whatsoever with the countries in the process of develop- 
ment been contemplated? What do you think, moreover, of the current 
cooperation as conceived by the other France? 








[Anewer) We are rich, it ie true, but not in money. We are rich in the 
number of our members, rich in our etill-ineufficient influence (one voter 
out of four), rich in a militant potential. 


Naturally, we do not have the financial means, ae the PCF, to be able to 
make our own contribution to the development of the countries which might 
need it. But we have the potential for action, 


From the international point of view, we believe that the struggle for a 
new world economic order ie a capital question which involves not only, as 
the Westerners too often think, the countries in the pricese of develop- 
ment, but aleo all the countries of the world. It involves the three great 
world movemente--the socialist countries, the workers' classes in the 
capitalist countries, and the countries in the process of development. 


You know that the rich countries are experiencing a crisis, a crisis which 
ie not temporary or situational. It is the crisis of a system, the crisis 
of monopolistic state capitalism. The problem of profound structural 
reform has been raised. These reforms also imply reforms in the concept of 
cooperation among countries on all levels (economic, technical, cultural, 
political). 


I will give you an example. The countries in the process of development, 
the countries which have experienced colonialism, are now and quite rightly 
no longer content to exchange a given quantity of coffee for a given 
quantity of manufactured products. Their legitimate demand is for the 
tranefer of technology. From this point of view, the PCF is working 
actively for this new economic order. 


We have the good fortune to have an economic section with expert militants 
who have thoroughly studied the problem within the PCF. This is wh we have 
very precise ideas on this subject. 


I think that active militant work to contribute to the solution of the 
problems arising in the world is necessary. On the one hand there is under- 
development, hunger, illiteracy, while on the other, in France, for example, 
the enterprises are “worn out," the wnemployment rate is rising. And in 
France, the resources for developing both basic and applied research have 
just been cut back. What exists is a basic anomaly. 


Moreover, it is necessary that the French government undertake a review of 
the concept of French cooperation, seriously and realistically, and jointly 
with all the countries in the Third World, particularly those which ex- 
perienced its colonialism. From this point of view, matters must be 
squarely faced. 


It ig not the French people who are on trial, but the French bourgeoisie, 
which has not forgiven the Malagasy and Algerian peoples... for having 
achieved their own independence. The result is that today, wherever I go, 
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I find a firm will to develop cooperation with France (Algeria, Madagascar), 
a desire to enjoy privileged relations with France, and all of this in the 
mutual interests of the two peoples. 


But there ie thie lack of will among us. The PCF ie working very actively 
on this. And already, the idea is making progress both within the workers’ 
forces and the democratic organizations, and among the French people in 
general, 


Naturally, thie presumes the abandonment of the policy of Mr Giscard d'Estaing 
toward Africa. Moreover we French communists believe that the imperialist 
forces in the world are effecting a geographic distribution of tasks. 

Where the French government is concerned, its assigned quota is in Africa. 
This explains the repeated interventions in a number of African countries 
(Zaire, Chad, Morocco, Western Sahara). And there is awareness now in 

France of the existence of the people of the Sahel thanks to the PCF, and 

we are proud of having been able to organize a very large meeting in Paris 

in which leaders of the Polisario Front participated alongside the PCF. 


Let me remind you that the PCF is struggling for a new world economic order, 
for active cooperation in the mutual interests and taking real situations 
into account. We cannot demand of the countries in the process of develop- 
ment, long exploited, what they cannot give. Thus the development of 
cooperation as it is conceived will in the long run be fruitful for both 
parties. 


[Question] In your preliminary statement, you spoke of the poor in France. 
What is the position of the PCF with regard to the problems of the immi- 
grant workers from Africa and Madagascar following the Bonnet Law? 


[Answer] Obviously, one cannot compare the situation of France and its 
people with that of the countries in the process of development. 


In order to discuss the situation of the workers’ class, one must see how 
the workers live. 


I will not review here the crisis prevailing and its consequences [words 
illegible in the text here]. Currently there are 2 million unemployed in 
France, the highest level ever reached. Officially, studies in depth 
indicate that the crisis may lead to 3 million unemployed by 1985! And I 
do not wish to discuss the economic, social and moral situation of these 
unemployed persons, the majority of them young. 


If we are to believe Mr Barre, the reason for inflation is the rise in 
crude oil prices. This is an absurdity from the economic point of view. 
For in fact the inflation has very simple causes and they date back prior 
to 1973, the year of the increase in crude oil prices. Our calculations 

_ show that in terms of constant francs, these oil prices have been constant. 
And inflation in France has continued at between 11 and 13 percent since 
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1974, Lt will reach 15 percent in 1980. And the result of thie inflation 
le decrease in purchasing power for the workers, 


Fortunately, however, the workers have bodies etruggling with them, the PCF 
and the CGT [General Confederation of Labor) such that the French govern- 
ment hae not been able to impose the "social consensus" of the multi-national 
companies, a consensus which urges a policy which goes against the interests 
of the workers. We have succeeded in limiting the desire of the multi- 
ne‘tonal companies to limit the advantages of the workers substantially. 

But already the purchasing power of the workers has declined from 0.9 percent 
to 0.2 percent. But they are determined and they attack the "conquest" of 
the workere' clase. They attack national security, the enterprise com- 
mittees, the trade union rights of the workers. And their attacks even 
extend to the housing sector. The HLM [low-cost housing program) absorbs 

15 to 30 percent of the workers’ income. Not to mention the increasing 
number of accidents and deaths. 


As to the immigrant manpower, the government has always tried to make use 
of it for a double purpose. Immigrant manpower is generally unskilled and 
thus can be assigned the hardest, most harmful, least well-paid work. On 
the other hand, there is political pressure. The French government wants 
to make of thie manpower a neutral force it can use against the struggle 
of the French workers. But the PCF has succeeded in countering this 
Machiavellian plan of the employers and the government. The French 
workers and the immigrant workers are brothers in struggle, brothers in 
combat and hope. 


This is why, when unemployment began in the FRG, a million immigrant 
workers were sent back to their homelands. With us this did not happen. 
For we communists believed that if we consistently supported immigration 
when the economic situation was healthy, it was only just that these people 
remain with us when it was not so good, benefiting from the same rights 
and advantages as the French workers. And in addition, there has been no 
demonstration in the French enterprises of chauviniem with regard to the 
immigrant workers either. 


The PCF policy is that the immigrant workers should benefit from the same 
social and democratic rights and advantages as the French workers, so that 
they can return to their homes one day when it serves the interests of 
their country. This is why we are waging the struggle so that the workers 
can learn to read and write and increase their vocational skills, and we 
are trying to ensure that they will not be “dispossessed” but will remain 
culturally and politically linked with their own countries.

[Text] [Question] You spoke of the Malagasy islands still under the 


domination of France. Has the PCF pursued any specific action with 1’ 2 
French parliament with a view to their return to Madagascar? Also, during 
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the European parliamentary elections, the PCF supported a slate including 
Mr Paul Verges of Reunion, who was elected. Why? And finally, the PCF will 
support a candidate in the next French presidential elections. And you have 
been heavily attacked personally by a certain bourgeois press sector, in- 
cluding L'EXPRESS. What can you say about this? 





[Anewer) We are waging the etruggle not only in the parliament and in the 
country iteelf but aleo throughout the world, when we visit other countries. 


Naturally, with the victory of the left, everything will be resolved 
quickly. But we cannot await a change of regime in order to have a change 
in policy. This ie the case with the Palestinian question (PLO). It took 
Mr Giscard d'Estaing 6 years before he recently made a statement in this 
connection. The efforts of the PCF forced him to it. 


As to the election of Comrade Paul Verges to the European parliament, in a 
word, we proposed it to him and he agreed! 


I will quote you the slogan of the Reunionese Communist Party: “Democratic 
end popular autonomy within the framework of the French Republic." This is 
realistic and responsible. 


And aleo, if Comrade Paul Verges and his party had had democratic access 
to radio and television time, if only in the name of the rights of man to 
which everyone gives lip service, while trampling them underfoot, they 
would have been able to explain their policy and that party would have 
seen ite influence increase rapidly. If it were not for this systematic 
fraud in Reunion, Comrade Paul Verges would long since have been elected 
a French deputy. 


The Reunionese Communist Party, in accepting the proposal of the PCF, now 
has a European deputy's seat which represents a means by which it can speak 
internationally both of tne situation in Rewnion and in the region, and to 
work militantly for peaceful democratic goals supported by the peoples of 
Reunion and the regior. 


Where the left wing in France is concerned, it was certain of winning a 
victory in 1978! If the Socialist Party had not abandoned the Union of 
the Left, if it had not rejected the common program, there would now be 
such @ government in France. 


And as this victory appeared to be a certainty, the imperialist forces, 
working with the French bourgeoisie, intervened with great vigor to 
prevent it. 


And the PCF had to abandon the union under the pressure of the Socialist 
International, in particular the SPD [Social Democratic Party of Germany], 
but also the imperialists. 
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And, moreover, a Union of the Left government including communist ministers 
would have approved profound reforms, at a time of crisis in a Europe 
affected by that crieie, in a period characterized by the rise of the pro- 
gressive forces. Such a government would have made many changes. Naturally, 
there would have been ups and downs, but the important thing is to know 

that one ie advancing and not retreating. 


It ie certain that a 1978 victory for the left would have had major con- 
sequences in Europe and in other countries, for France would have played a 
role in the world in favor of peace, disarmament, the new economic order. 


And it wae all of that which we lost. 
But the influence of the PCF is being exerted on the living national forces. 


However we cannot do everything alone: we must achieve a union with other 
democratic forces, popular union, union with the popular forces, a union 
which should be reflected in politics. 


The lesson we learned in 1978 is that we must create a much more substantial 
movement than that achieved in 1978. 


For the weakness of that movement lay in two basic facts: the democratic 
changes to be made did not prove sufficient and did not become the affair 
of the workers, of the people. In addition, the PCF was left alone to act 
in informing the workers and the people, since the Socialist Party saw in 
thie union only a reinforcement of it at the expense of the communists. 


And we must be strong, for the goale of the French bourgeoisie and the 
Socialist Party are to weaken the PCF, which is "preventing general ex- 
ploitation"! They have already tried everything, but they have not 
eucceeded. The PCF has maintained and even consolidated its influence 
(more than 700,000 members, to which can be added the more than 100,000 
members of the Communist Youth Movement). 


Currently the presidential elections are approaching. The PCF will sponsor 
a candidate. They will be forced to explain themselves on television while 
facing the PCF candidate. This is the reason for the plots of all sorts 
against the PCF. I can tell you that we have always kept them in check and 
we always will, for the policy of the PCF is to serve the world of labor 
and the interests of France on the international level. 


[Question] In view of what has happened in Africa recently and the situa- 
tion of South Africa, what is the official position of the PCF? 


[Anewer] We have always voiced the solidarity of the PCF with the forces 
struggling for their freedom. We supported the people of Zimbabwe a year 
ago. And this year Zimbabwe is free and independent, with a representative 
government. 
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As to the policy of aparth.id, we resolutely condem it. In our country, 
we criticize and condemn the French policy (in all sectors) with regard to 
South Africa. We do not only criticize it, but we are waging a battle 
againet it. 


For apartheid is the most monstrous policy which could exist. It is for 
thie reason that we condem it on all levels, even athletic. We have no 
desire to mix politics and sports, but it ie sometimes necessary to take a 
firm stand. For example the coming Olympic games. It is the Olympic 
committee which must make the decision, and 106 of them have already said 
yes. 





On the other hand, we believe that the policy of South Africa is dangerous, 
for there is intervention in the domestic affairs of a country and opposi- 
tion to the sovereignty of the peoples of the region. The PCF offers its 
support to all the forces struggling for their independence. 


[Question] Could you tell us a little more about your feelings about the 
Malagasy socialist experiment in relation to other countries? In connection 
with economic developments, have you a developmental strategy to propose 

to the countries engaged in the socialist revolution? It is currently said 
that what divides the nations of the Third World is nonalinement. What is 
your view of nonalinement? Do you think that the old Tito-style 
nonalinement should be abandoned for that of Castro? 


[Anewer) We do not interfere in the domestic affairs of a country. What 
we can tell you is that our concept for our part, as French communists, 

is that there is no model of a socialist society to be copied for applica- 
tion in another country in mechanical fashion. 


We know well that a certain number of principles have been voiced to the 
effect that one cannot build a socialist society in the real sense of the 
term. These are phrases much used by many, including the worst enemies of 
socialism! 


In order to build socialism, profound democratic reforms are needed. The 
pathe leading to that goal are various and the forms of socialist societies 
themselves are as varied, because they must take into account the particular 
aspects and traditions of the nation. 


When one looks at the socialist countries or those in which socialism is 
being built, there is very great diversity. This existing diversity is a 
good thing. The more numerous the countries choosing the path of socialism 
become, the more this diversity will be seen and the more it will develop 
of iteelf. 


But there should be no interference. Throughout our stay we have spoken 
of the development and the original path which seem good because they have 
the support of the overwhelming majority of the Malagasy people. The

fact that there are problems has not been concealed from us, but there have 
been achievements in a very short period of time. 


The PCF aleo wants an original path for our country. 


As to nonalinement, we made a positive assessment of the nonalined move.went 
in the course of our last congress. 


It ie a complex movement, if only because it has within it countries 
building socialism and countries governed by reactionary fiefs. 


But it is a positive movement because it is anti-imperialist. 


For the fundamental activity of the nonalined movement is the battle 
against imperialism. 


On the other hand, it has expressed positive judgments with regard to 
various matters. 


Tito? Castro? We do not get into that too much. I had a meeting in July 
of last year, during the phase of preparations for the Havana conference, 
with Tito himself. He was confident as to the outcome of the conference. 


Last December, I met with Castro. He made a positive judgment of the 
conference achievements, in the course of discussions on this subject, as 
was in the nature of things. We as French commmists do not fall into the 
trap laid by the imperialists. Their attack is the more brutal since the 
conference was held in Havana, less than 160 kilometers from Miami. It 
was a harsh blow for the American imperialists, who were seeking to divide 
the nonalined nations. 


But we believe that the overall achievements were positive and constructive! 


[Question] We would like to know what your position is with regard to the 
problems in Kampuchea and Afghanistan, and on the rapprochement: between 
China and the United States and Japan. 


[Answer] Where Kampuchea is concerned, we have always supported the struggle 
of the peoples of Vietnam, Kampuchea and Laos, both when this support was 
needed against French imperialism, and later, against American imperialism. 


The events in Kampuchea have been dramatic. As soon as we understood about 
the Pol Pot regime, we took a resolute stand on the side of the progressive 
forces in Kampuchea against the genocide of that people. 


The people and the government of Vietnam were right to give their aid to 
these forces, to help them rid themselves of the Pol Pot regime, entirely 
alien in fact from socialism. This was fraternal aid they gave to give that 
country back its life. 
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And we have never concealed from the Vietuamese our concern for the 
existence of these three countries: Vietnam, Kampuchea and Laos, We are 
convinced that the Vietnamese forces will soon withdraw from Kampuchea, 


Where Afghanistan is concerned, our position is based on principle. 


We are supporters of non-intervention in the domestic affairs of peoples 
who have an inalienable right to choose the path they want. But the im 
perialiste do everything to set them against each other. 


In the name of the just principle for which we must fight, then, can we 
stand idle when the imperialists fail to respect it? The PCF does not 
agree: we are opposed to the export of revolution and we are opposed to 
the import of counterrevolution, If it were otherwise, we would be en- 
couraging imperialism. 


And if th rid has developed so much since the Bandung conference, it is 
because there ie a new balance of forces and the imperialists cannot act 
alone. This balance of forces is provided by the socialist world, with 

ite economic achievements and ite military rights, the liberation movements 
in the countries in the process of development who want to go farther, and 
the workers’ classes in the capitalist countries who are advancing, but 
not eo rapidly. 


And this balance of forces, should it be utilized when necessary, when in- 
dispensable to halt the imperialists, or not? We believe it should. 
Particularly since there were previous and deliberately signed agreements 
between the USSR and Afghanistan. Why should the rights of the NATO 
countries be recognized and not the agreements between the countries which 
are not members? This would be discrimination. 


This press conference held by French Communist Party Secretary General 
Georges Marchais, which lasted 2 1/4 hours, was followed by a cocktail 
party hosted by the ANP Press Service, providing a further occasion for 
journalists to satisfy some of their less urgent questions.

POSSIBILITIES OF MALAGASY-JAPANESE COOPERATION EXPLORED 
Nonreimbursable Aid Agreement 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 26 Mar 80 pp 1-2 


[Excerpt] For the second time in a 3-month period, Japanese-Malagasy cooperation 
was at center stage yesterday. What is more, it was with real pleasure that 

His Excellency Kazuhiko Furusawa, Japanese ambassador to the Democratic 
Republic of Madagascar, handled this mission, since it is the first time since 
his recent arrival in Madagascar that he has personally participated in 

firming up cooperation between his country and the Grand Island. 


Late yesterday afternoon, along with Minister of Foreign Affaire Christian 
Remi Richard, he signed an agreement covering nonreimbursable aid from his 
government totaling 21,372,000 yen (21.3 million Malagasy france) for the 
purchase of materials and toole for our cottage industries. 


The formulation of the agreement is original. It involves interest from 
loans which we contracted in Japan for part of the financing of the Namorona 
Dam and the microwave telecommunications project in the south. We know that 
during the last few years Japan has been giving us considerable aid. The 
most recent aid was a gift of rice; what is more, last month Japan offered 
us a shipment of modern sericultural equipment worth 6 million Malagasy 
france for our state sericultural farms. 


Minister Visits Japan 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 2 Apr 80 pp 1-2 
[Text] Tananarive, ANTA--Bruno Rakotomavo, minister of public works, returned 
home after a mission to Japan at the invitation of the Japanese government. 


Yesterday, during a press conference in his office in Anosy, Minister 
Rakotomavo described the mission, which he said was fruitful. 


In fact, during his stay in Japan, the minister of public works discussed 
with Japanese officials the possibility of Madagascar purchasing public works 
materials for road construction and maintenance. It was pointed out that 
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the economic development of a country cannot be carried out effectively 
without a road system in good condition. Of course, the fokonolona 
[administrative subdivisions) do a lot of work in this sector; however, this 
muet be done in cooperation with the Ministry of Public Works, which keeps 
current on the problems--on the one hand, the age of the equipment and on the 
other the lack of insufficiency of spare parte. 


A Shipment of Equipment in 1981 


To resolve this problem, in 1978 the Revolutionary Government had a study 
made by foreign experts, with the close cooperation of Malagasy technicians. 
Thies study covered a search for equipment suited to the conditions of our 
roade. After the study report was prepared in 1979, calls for bids were 
made to several countries, including Japan, which seems to best meet our 
requirements and, therefore, to satisfy our needs. In this connection, we 
know that Japan specializes in the manufacture of [road building] machines 
but can also supply the necessary spare parts. The purchase of this equip- 
ment from Japan which was handled by the minister, proves to be most interesting 
both because of the competitive prices and the interesting favorable payment 
conditions. The first shipment of this equipment will arrive in 1981. 


As for his department's work program when these machines arrive, the minister 
said that firet priority would be given to repair and upkeep of the roads 
used to move export products, such as coffee and vanilla. These products 

are a source of foreign exchange which permits us to purchase sufficient 
machinery and spare parts. The opening of roads in development regions, which 
are within the purview of the Ministry of Development will not be neglected, 
however, 


Minister Rakotomavo also announced that wice will be obtained from Japan. 
It is known, in fact, that the country is experiencing some difficulty in 
the rice sector due to climatic conditions (drought). Thus, Japan is 
prepared to supply us with rice to rationalize the reprovisioning of the 
country. Japan, a major producer of rice, now has a surplus on the order 
of 7 million tons, which are earmarked for export.

TOAMASINA PORT TRAFFIC REPORTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 5 Apr 80 p 5 
[Article by Paul Manjakavelo: "Positive Balance for the Toamasina Port'' | 


[Text] Toamasina. The big eastern port of Toamasina is in good shape. 
This was the conclusion drawn by the journalists following a budget meet- 
ing of the Port Administration Council, chairmed by Minister Jean 
Bemananjara, president of the CA [Administrative Council]. 


Recently, a three-day general meeting was held by the Port Administration 
Council. The items on the agenda were the management of the port in the 
1979 fiscal year and the 1980 budget. 


The meeting was attended by Mr Albert Lanona, secretary general of the 
Administrative Committee, representing the faritany Presicomex. Once a 
quorum was reached, Minister Jean Bemananjara welcomed the council. He 
also presented to the council members the best wishes of the president 
of the RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar]. 


Increases 


We emphasized that the Toamasina port is in good shape. Compared with 
the 1979 budget the 1980 port budget will be increased by 15 percent. 

We were not told the precise figure but we know that the 1979 budget was 
about 4,009,000,000 FMG so that the 1980 fiscal year budget will be about 
4.7 billion FMG. The figure may not be exact but would not be far from 
the truth. 


Investments 
The study of the budget took time. However, it was the short, middle, 
and long-term investments budget that made the hair of the council mem- 


bers turn white. 


Short-term investments and the 1980 projects include improving the port 
maintenance facilities, purchase of dollies, a lift truck, tractors, and 
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tugs; purchase of port cranes, barges, and tugs for pier operations; 
construction of a refrigerated premise in the port. 


The medium and long-term projects will be discussed at the proper time. 
General Merchandise 


In 1979 there were 390 entries and departures of general cargo ships at 
the Toamasina port. 


The ships carried imported, exported, and coastal navigation goods total- 
622,815 tons, as compared with 536,366 tons in 1978, or a 22 percent 
increase. 


The amount of hydrocarbon goods handled totaled 629,800 tons in 1979 
compared with 612,100 tons in 1978, 


The port handled 1,252,615 tons in 1979 compared with 1,148,466 tons in 
1978. Everything is in order. 


But let us go back to the import and export and coastal sailing opera- 
tions involving general merchandise. The breakdown is as follows:

Coastal sailing..... 49,515 tons, or a total of 381,615 tons 
xport s ............. 193, 900 tons 
Coastal navigat ion.. 47,300 tons, or a total of 241,200 tons 


The grand total is 526,000 tons plus coastal navigation, 96,815 tons or 
a total of 622,815 tons.

Administratively, the port is divided into several sections. It should 
be known, however, that the port is administered by a general office 
headed by a director general. Under this office are two offices, namely: 
the technical office, consisting of three services, and the merchant 
administrative office consisting of three services, management control, 
foreign relations department, two services (financial, information), 
which are directly connected to the general office. 


Systems 


The Toamasina port employs 2,900 permanent workers divided into six 
systems, stevedores, official, statutory, ELD, separate labor force, and 
maritime. 








The port also has the main traditional services: cafeteria, medical 


service, and a residential district with about 300 housing units with a 
management service, 


Activities 


The port is engaged in other nonport activities: furniture manufacturing, 
sales, forestry resources, a construction and public works enterprise, 
urban, suburban, and interurban public transportation, and riverine 
transportation along the Pangalane Canal.

[Report by ANTA: "Fifty-One Socialist Production Cooperatives Are 
Functional, the MDRRA Estimates" 


[Text] Antananarivo. The agricultural cooperative is a guarantee for 
enhancing the living standards of every Malagasy. It is within this 
framework that the Malagasy peasant, freed from ownership relations and 
capitalist and feudal production, can benefit from the advantages of 
social insurance, like the urban workers, the Red Book stipulates. 


Presently, according to data supplied by the Ministry of Rural Develop- 
ment and Agricultural Reform, 51 production cooperatives under the 
ministry's jurisdiction are operational. Nearly one-half, or 25 coopera- 
tives, are in the Antananarivo Faritany; 12 are in the Fianarantsoa 
Faritany; 6 are in the Tamatave Faritany; 6 are in the Majunga Faritany, 
and 2 in the Tulear Faritany. 


146,000 Hectares of Land I'inder Cultivation 


There are some 6,900 hectares of land under cultivation by the 12 coopera- 
tives of che Fianarantsoa Faritany; 3,200 hectares in the Tamatave Fari- 
tany; 2,200 hectares in the Antananarivo Faritany; 1,300 hectares in the 
Majunga Faritany; and 1,000 hectares in the Tulear Faritany. 


There Are 3,960 Members. .. . 


Let us point out that these 51 cooperatives spread throughout the island 
have a total membership of 3,960, as follows: 


Fianarantsoa, 1,500; Antananarivo, 712; Tulear, 800; Majunga, 573; and 
Tamatave, 385. 


In 1979 eight new cooperatives were founded. They are still in their 
development and membership indoctrination stage.

[Text] Toliara. Fifty KPS (Kaoperativam-Pokonolona Sosialista) coopera- 
tives have been organized in the Faritany of Toliara, 24 of which in 
Taolagnaro, 15 in Toliara, and 11 in Morondava. 


Everyone recalls the last recycling organized by the DAIEC from 6 to 

16 February last in Toliara and from 20 February to 1 March in Morondava 
for the benefit of some 80 agents of the ideological and economic pro- 
motion centers of collectives in the Faritany (MM, 18 February 1980). 


The purpose of the recycling was to train the agents in handling the 

new methods for the management of these KPS. The agents are operational 
today, for which reason it is high time to consider in detail the 50 
KPS in the company of an official in charge, Ibramdjee. 


These 50 cooperatives have existed since 1977. They follow the internal 
structure stipulated in the Charter of Socialist Cooperatives (CG-CC~AG) 
in which decentralized collectives play a major role. 


Eighteen Are Functioning Properly 


Thirty percent of these KPS are functioning very well, including 
Felabogny among the four clothing cooperatives, Regny, a cooperative 
specializing in lobsters, among the seven food and trade cooperatives, 
and four cooperatives for construction and crafts (KOPSTAT or 
Kaoperativan-pokonolona sosialista taotrano sy asa vaventy) well known 
in Toliara, Sakaraha, and Belo/Tsiribihina, one fishing cooperative in 
Morondava (Kaoperativam-bezo), one schooner transportation cooperative 
(Tantehe) and one brick manufacturing cooperative in Toliara. Numerous 
possibilities exist concerning the bricks manufacturing cooperative in 
Ankoronga-Andatabo: There is a large segment of clayey land stretching 
from Andatabo to St Augustine Bay, offering, therefore, an inexhaustible 
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reserve. However, the people of the south are not as yet accustomed to 
the use of bricks in house building. 


Gaps 


Gaps do exist. To begin with, these 50 socialist cooperatives are poorly 
known, as a result of which the amount of orders is very low. The 
reception centers have not as yet been properly organized to centralize 
orders and undertake the distribution. Added to this initial gap is the 
distance: some 20 cooperatives cooperating within Regny are very distant 
from each other, located in areas which ace accessible only three months 
out of 12. This is an obstacle to the unification of the cooperatives. 
Furthermore, the banks require a great deal of formalities before grant- 
ing loans. Many detractors are making negative statements on the subject 
of the cooperatives instead of considering the realities and the means 
of the cooperatives. Finally, it is also a question of the ignorance 
and technical incompetence of the members of the socialist cooperatives 
which che DAIEC is trying to fill through periodical recycling. 


In any case, a major step has been taken since the beginning of these 
socialist cooperatives, considering that they were embryonic tree- 
cooperatives at the start. Today they can supply food to the local popu- 
lation and even export. . . . The small cooperatives will grow.

[Text] Toliary. We have learned from a source close to the Fivondronana 
that the name Toliary will be changed to Toliara quite soon. 


One may ask about the importance of turning a "Y" into a "A?" It is of 
great importance to those who know that all names of Malagasy cities are 
not accidental but consistent with the requirements of customs in- 
herited from the ancestors or based on a historical date or memorable 
event. Actually, the Geographic Service should know a great deal of 
things on this subject. 


From Tulear Through Toliary 


We start from Tulear, through Toliary, to end with Toliara. Everyone 
knows that the name Tulear was from before the independence, a name 
which was not Malagasy in the least. However, the three names are com- 
bined in Tolia, which means “disembark or touch land, arrive in the 
port," a name which has been retained from the period when canoes and 
schooners docked in Toliara, located east of the site of the current 
Faritany building. Another part of the city of Toliara was known in the 
past as Kotsaoka (the current marketplace and the entire center). Of 
these two names the name Tolia was retained. Finally, the consonant 
"ry" is not familiar to the population of the south, hence the choice 
of the "ra'’ ending which, therefore, results in Toliara. 


A Beneficent Name 


A number of changes have taken place in Toliara recently: Big plants 
have been built (SNHU, Toly, Somatex, etc...) university compounds, and 
education centers. Let us hope that these new constructions will pro- 
vide a solution to the housing problem for the high school students and 
the students of the CEG who attend classrooms with standing room only 
or look in through the windows.

received 40. Therefore, Publitoure is organizing this trip as a “package 
deal" which includes, as the name indicates, round trip air transportation 
(Tana-Moscow-Tana), all hotel services, in-country visite, automobile 
transportation, tickets to theaters and other sights for which Lenin's country 
is famous and, of course, entrances to the stadiums for the various sports 
events, as selected by the Malagasy spectator.

GWF STRIKE RECORD, STRATEGY DISCUSSED 
GWF Strikes Report 
Port Louis THE NATION in French 6 Mar 80 p 4 


[Text] During a press conference, held yesterday, the General Workers’ 
Federation (GWF) reported on i.s last year's activities. Surrounded by 
Abdoolah Sassa, Gainduth Hazary, Farook Auchaybar, and Joseph Raumiah, 
Lutchmeeparsad Ramsewak, GWF president, discussed 13 points of the trade 
union's struggle. 


Ramsewak began with the statement that the GWF had organized a strike in 
the sugar industry to obtain recognition of two unions, the SILU [Sugar 
Industry Labor Union] and UASI [Union of Artisans of the Sugar Industry], 
a 40-hour week, and workers' compensation. Subsequently, the strike 
spread nationally and the port and the transportation industry were 
paralyzed. A wave of layoffs had been noticed in several sectors. To 
protest such layoffs the members of the GWF had gone on a hunger strike. 
A number of people were detained for acts of violence. An agreement had 
been reached between the hunger strikers and the government, on 23 August 
and the strike was cancelled. 


The GWF had objected to the closing of the Solitude and Reunion plants. 
Ramsewak pointed out that a number of union members had been detained in 
the course of a demonstration organized by the GWF. 


As to the CPI, Ramsewak decried the attitude of Sir Veerasamy Ringadoo 
who, according to the speaker, refused to provide the precise figures. 
Within this context he strongly opposed the social truce due to the fact 
that the government is refusing to make public the agreement concluded 
with the International Monetary Fund. 





As to participation, Ramsewak let it be known that should the government 
fail to improve the IRA, the participation would be a failure. Ramsewak 
reiterated his opinion calling for the repeal of the POA [Public Order 
Act] and the IRA [Industrial Relations Act]. 
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Ramsewak emphasized chat 1980 would be a very difficult year for the GWF, 
He called upon all trade union members in the country to work closely 
to safeguard the workers' interests. 


The GWF will meet in general assembly next Sunday. 
Employers-Trade Union Committee 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 26 Mar 80 p 4 


[Text] The General Workers' Federation will have a busy schedule. In 
the next few weeks tripartite discussions will be initiated on salary 
compensations to be paid as of 1 July 1980. The negotiations will be 
inevitably related to the new 1980/81 budget in accordance with the 

23 August 1979 agreement. On this last item the GWF will demand the 
restoration of the ad hoc committee whose objective, according to the 
agreement, will be to find jobs for those laid off following the August 
strike. It will also be a question for the trade union to demand of 
the prime minister, Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam and the government to 
amend the Industrial Relations Act (IRA). 


The new executive arm of the GWF has already established contact with 
the Mauritius Employers Federation. According to Paul Berenger the 
initial meetings have been positive in several respects. In the course 
of the last meeting, following a motion made by the president of the 
MEF [Mauritius Employers Federation], M. North-Coombes, the decision 
was made to set up a parity committee which will regroup the trade union 
and employers forces and deal with the prices and wages policy within 
the overall economic context of the country. The discussions will be 
focused on the future tripartite negotiations whose purpose will be to 
study common points and suggestions. 


On the other hand, the representatives of the GWF met yesterday after- 
noon with the leaders of the National Trade Unions Front (FSN) and of 
the United Workers Front (FTU), on the forthcoming tripartite dis- 
cussions. In the course of the meeting Berenger explained that he was 
not in favor of a price freeze. Actually, the GWF considers that in a 
country such as Mauritius which has massive imports of everything it 
consumes, a total price freeze would be impossible. This situation 
would inevitably result in a period of scarcities and black market. 


What we need is strict price control. . . and not grant indiscriminate 
price increases to the merchants. Equally strict control must be exer- 
cised in the area of overpricing and manipulation of receipts, not to 
mention taking a close look at the finances of companies or firms which 
demand price increases for their goods.

Also considered yesterday, together with the FSN and FTU, is the atti- 
tude which the trade union forces must adopt in terms of the Mauritius 
Taxpayers Association. Berenger considers that it would be unrealistic 
to separate entirely the struggle against the budget and the struggle 
for proper salary compensations. The possibility of recalling the tri- 
partite committee because of certain information provided by the 
minister of finance was mentioned as well. In the course of the 
committee's last meeting, on 25 February, several questions were 
addressed to Sir Veerasamy Ringadoo, specifically dealing with the 
letter of the International Monetary Fund, the budget deficit, our 
balance of payments, our foreign currency reserve, the changes in 
ministers’ salacie. and allowances as of last July, etc. So far, how- 
ever, there has been no asnwer from the minister. 


On the other hand, the GWF notes, with a great deal of mistrust, the 
delay in the publication of the cost of living index for the month of 
January. 


In the course of the meeting between the leaders of the trade union and 
the MEF the question of employees laid off in the sugar and carbonated 
beverages factories, last August, was raised as well. Association presi- 
dent Mervyn North-Coombes, asked the trade union to submit a list of 
people dismissed, indicating their longevity record and their qualifica- 
tions, in order to determine the extent to which they could be rehired 

or found other jobs. However, the president of the MEF has let it be 
clearly known to the GWF members that he has no power whatever. All he 
can do is apply moral pressure.

STATUS, FUTURE OF LP-PMSD COALITION 


Cracks in Coalition 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 28 Mar 80 p 1 


Text] Despite the very strained relations between one wing of the LP 
labor Party] and the PMSD [Mauritian Social Democratic Party] and the 
wish frequently expressed at the latter's recent party congresses to 
see the coalition break up, apparently this prospect as well as that of 
early general elections must, once again, be postponed. Mr Gaetan 
Duval, the PMSD leader, on his return Wednesday from a private visit to 
South Africa, met with several journalists yesterday and clearly 
implied that although the question was going to be fully discussed at 
the PMSD Congress on 14 April 1980, he personally did not favor early 
elections “unless LP moderates gain the upper hand in the party” and 
confirm their desire for a common policy with the PMSD. Rather than 
risking standing alone for elections, competing with the LP, the MMM 
and the PSM [Mauritian Socialist Party], the PMSD would prefer to con- 
tinue taking the criticism if necessary and wait for the “moderates” 
(probably the Boolellist wing) to take over the party leadership. Mean- 
while, the PMSD will continue to reply to every attack by the Ringadoo- 
Jagateingh-David trio against it. The PMSD leader stated yesterday 
that these three “represent no one” and have no voter support. "I am 
even convinced that if Ringadoo were up for election, he would lose his 
deposit,” Mr Duval supposedly stated. Thus, the attacks of this trio 
(who prefer a LP/MMM rapprochement) against the PMSD should not be 
exaggerated. 


Mr Duval in this way replied to the remarks made Sunday at the Laborite 
regional congress at Riviere des Anguilles by the minister of finances 
("the CAM [Moslem Action Committee] was the only faithful ally we had") 
and the minister of education ("we will stand for elections alone if 
necessary.") Mr Duval, at the same time, clarified his position on the 
LP, "The PMSD is the LP"’s ally only because the interests of the entire 
country require it. The day we think that the country's interests no 
longer need it, we will see! A sincere ally is not an unconditional 
ally. The PMSD is loyal first to the country, then to the voters and 
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finally, to the LP, It ie time that certain individuals in the LP 
understand this,” he told LE MAURICIEN, 


Before these categorical statements were made, the possibility of early 
elections, even surprise elections was seriously discussed, Thus, at 
the MMM, this morning's headline of LE NOUVEAU MILITANT was: “General 
elections will be held soon.” 


The MMM secretary general, Paul Berenger, clarifying his idea on his 
party, stated this morning: "Increasingly, there is a feeling of 
elections in the air. What the LP and the PMSD are saying in their 
respective congresses point increasingly toward such general elections.... 
The MMM, for iis part, is ready to stand for elections. In our opinion, 
the next elections will be between the MMM and the LP, with the MMM way 
ahead. I think the PMSD will receive well under 15 percent of the 

vote and the PSM will be swept away, as others have been before it." 


The head of the LP, Mr Burty David, revived speculation on this subject 
by a revealing little remark: "We wish to be ready for any eventuality 
at any moment." Indeed, the government for some time has been carrying 
out some popular measures to benefit its traditional supporters-—- 
distribution of forage lands, commission for the distribution of 
bagasse, decreased exit tax on sugar for small planters and, last but 
not least, the LP has dusted off the communal weapon which it has been 
using without hesitation at all public and private meetings recently.

NUMBER OF EMIGRATION REQUESTS DISPUTED 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 8 Mar 80 p 4 
(Editorial: "Emigration: Wishes and Facts" | 


[Text] A great deal has been said of late on the subject of a report 
published in L'EXPRESS to the effect that 54,000 visa applications have 
been allegedly submitted to the embassies or consulates of Australia, 
South Africa, and Canada, revealing the symptoms of a beginning of 
panic. The politicians themselves have already reacted, asking the 
Mauritians not to be discouraged and give the country another chance. 


What is the meaning of this? 


To begin with, one could object to the very method used by L'EXPRESS in 
interpreting the figures. As far as the daily is concerned, a request 
for a visa would average five people. This would mean that 200,000 
Mauritians at least are directly involved, or else “one-fifth of the 
Mauritian population." This interpretation seems to be quite unreal- 
istic. Anyone who has already gone through emigration procedures knows, 
in fact, that separate visa requests must be submitted in the case of 
heads of families, their spouses, and children over 18 years of age; 
only children under 18 are included in their father's or mother's visa. 
The 54,000 requests do not necessarily mean 54,000 families but, per- 
haps, one-half of che figure or even less and not necessarily 200,000 
Mauvritians or “one-fifth of the population." 


Let us also note that whereas the number of visa requests has reached 
today 54,000, it already was close to 25,000 before the devaluation. 
Thus, before October there were already 14,000 files at the Australian 
visa office. Most of the cases were old files of eventual emigrants 
who have been waiting for a visa for several years. Let us also dis- 
tinguish between two categories of potential emigrants: those who have 
been waiting for five or, occasionally, even seven years, and those who, 
developing a feeling of insecurity as the result of the devaluation, 
have suddenly decided to go elsewhere. 
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Actually, this reflex is not new in itself, Let us recall the poll con- 
ducted by SOFRES for the Joint Economic Committee, in 1977 (while there 
was no crisis situation in Mauritius as yet). It indicated a strong 
leaning in favor of emigration. No less than 75 percent of those 

polled stated at that time that they would emigrate or were advising 

the young to emigrate because of an uncertain future. A large segment 
of our population has always lived one foot in Mauritius and the other 
abroad, with the secret hope of being able to leave one day. 


Finally, let us emphasize that for several years and, particularly, 
ever since the Western world has been experiencing a petroleum crisis 
and growing unemployment, visas have been granted with an eyedropper. 
As pointed out in a recent item published by LE MAURICIEN several days 
ago, this year the main industrialized countries (including Australia 
and Canada, two countries dear to the Mauritians) had a high unemploy- 
ment rate close to 10 percent, and 20 million unemployed, compared with 
17 million in 1979, and 14 million in 1978. The zero growth predicted 
for the sum total of industrialized countries for 1980 is not likely to 
improve the situation. It may be important to consider this element 
when emigration is planned, as economic conditions overseas are no 
better than in Mauritius. As pointed out by Father Henri Souchon, in 
a recent series of talks sponsored by Civic Action, on television: 
"There is no more mass emigration!" Those among the 54,000 applicants 
who will have the luck of obtaining a visa will be the exceptions and 
one should not go on believing that all that it takes today is to 


request a visa in order to receive it, as was the case between 1965 and 
1973. 


We are not saying all this to discourage those who, eventually, will 
choose to leave. Emigration is a personal decision and no one other 
than those interested have the right to judge it. Therefore, it is not 
a question of a public debate of the opportunity, as it is a matter of 
conscience. However, one should remain a realist by considering or 
discussing emigration, in order to avoid the terrible disappointments, 
on the one hand, and not spread false hopes, on the other. 


The emigration phenomenon of the 1965-1973 period should help us to 
consider the fact that very many Mauritians emigrated not on the basis 
of serious considerations of the objective situation in the country but 
because, simply, they felt a vacuum around them, they felt abandoned, 
threatened to be exiled in their own country, and were seeing « familiar 
world crumble around them. Nothing could be more communicative than 

the desire to emigrate and this desire is growing as one becomes aware 
that the people surrounding him are planning to emigrate. 


Whereas it is perfectly normal for the current situation to be depress- 
ing and to trigger concern or exasperation in tens of thousands of 
Mauritians, one show.d, nevertheless, reject the temptation to yield to 
the general panic. Emigration is a question which should be weighed 
calmly by anyone planning to emigrate.

SITUATION DIFFERENT FROM ZIMBABWE

[Text] In the bush in Namibia as in the black ghettos of South Africa, the 
independence of Zimbabwe is the synonym of hope. A fore-taste of the victory 
which will aleo be theirs some day. The end of the war in Zimbabwe ought to 
allow all those who are supporting * fight for the liberation of the 
peoples of southern Africa, at the toy of which is the OAU, to concentrate 
their attention and their means henceforth on South Africa and above all on 
Namibia where the guerrillawar has already taken on a certain breadth. 

Should it be concluded, for that reason, that Robert Mugabe's victory at 
Salisbury ie going to speed up the process of Namibia's accession to inde- 
pendence? 


In SWAPO (South West African People's Organization) itself there is a 
conviction of just the opposite. And not without reason. When it is know 
that the South Africans have indicated to several of their interlocutors that 
the results of the elections in Zimbabwe hardly encourage them towards a 
compromise where Namibia is concerned, The South African authorities, the 
heade of SWAPO feel, had underestimated the popularity of the chiefs of the 
guerrilla wer in Zimbabwe. They do not want to make the same mistake again 
in Namibia by allowing elections which in all likelihood would be identical. 
And since neither do the Namibian nationalists expect the Westerners to put 
more pressure on Pretoria than in the past, they think, not without 
lucidity, that much more time will be required for the returns on force in 
the field to cause the “pale power" to negotiate seriously. 


This analysis is also that of Western diplomatic circles which describe as 
"gloomy" the atmosphere in which, at the beginning of the month in Capetown, 
the latest negotiations on Namibia took place. These brought together around 
the eame table Mr Brian Urquhart, political assistant to the secretary general 
‘of the UN, Mr Kurt Waldieim, Mr Martti Ahtissaari,special UN envoy for Namibia, 
General Prem Chand, who, iu case of agreement, will be in charge of commanding 
UN troops on the spot, the South African minister of foreign affairs, Mr 





Brand Fourie, and a British diplomat, Sir James Murray, representative of the 
former Weatern "contact group." The discussions took place in accordance 
with a echeme which has become classic in the case of Namibia: the South 
Africans accept in principle the proposals made to them; then at once they 
multiply the "reservations" and "conditions." 


The fact is that in this business they have a double objective: avoiding a 
break which would not be in their interest, and gaining as much time as 
possible, In March 1979 Pretoria accepted the United Nations plan on 
condition that SWAPO should not have bases inside of Namibia and that the 
guerrilla camps in neighboring countries should likewise be placed under UN 
control, To try to get out of the blind alley the Angolan president, 
Agostinho Neto, proposed a compromise solution at that time: the creation 
on both sides of the border of a 100-kilometer-wide demilitarized zone. 
After having at first turned down this solution--which in the Angolan 
president's mind also aimed at keeping them from supporting the UNITA forces 
in the bush--the South Africans ended up by accepting it on condition that 
they would be able to maintain a small contingent inside of that zone. 

Today they are putting forward the problem of effective control of such a 
zone, over which, according to them, it is probably impossible to keep watch. 


It is not that the South Africans are either more or less conciliatory than 

lan Smith and his friends: the latter negotiated only when returns on forces 

in the field obliged them to do so. Only in Namibia this point has not been 
reached yet, and the authorities in Pretoria know it. In this underpopulated 
country (1 million blacks and 90,000 whites) there are no "liberated zones” 

as in Zimbabwe, and while inroads by the SWAPO bush forces may be on the increase 
in the north--last month an attack against a South African base caused 100 
deaths--the Namibian nationalists themselves acknowledge that "the level of 
military activity" inside of the country is still far below that which 

Zimbabwe experienced. Hence the priority which, at this stage, they are placing 
on intensifying the armed struggle which alone, they think, will enable them 

to constrain their adversaries to accept an independence which they will 

not then be in a position to refuse. And which they know is the way history 

is going.

[Text] Japan has just offered 5,000 tons of rice to Senegal as part of 
the campaign against the effects of the drought. The ceremony of the 
delivery of the gift was held yesterday morning at the SOCOPAO | expansion 
unknown! warehouses on Hydrocarbons Road, with Japanese Am or Sonoo 
Uchida and Food Assistance Commissioner Souleymane Ndiaye in attendance. 


This gift reflects the importance that the Japanese Government attaches to 
the difficulties confronting the Senegalese rural population. The rice 
will be sold on the local market, and the proceeds from the sale will make 
it possible to purchase approximately 5,000 tons of millet which will then 
be distributed free of charge to the drought victims of the rural areas. 


In his address Souleymane Ndiaye did not neglect to point out that this 
gesture merely serves to strengthen existing manifestations of human 
solidarity, for it enables us to continue to count on the availability of 
the Japanese Government. Ndiaye added that Japan had already demonstrated 
this availability vis-a-vis Senegal in various spheres of activity, as for 
example in 1975 when it supplied a number of all-terrain vehicles that 
enabled the Food Assistance Commission to exercise control over projects 
carried out at the regional level throughout the country and the subsidies 
granted to village and pastoral water systems as part of the programa for 
exploitation of our groundwater resources. 


“Our government,” Japanese Ambassador Sonoo Uchida said, “has in recent 
years made a number of grants and loans to Senegal primarily for develop- 
ment of ite agriculture and fishing iniustry, which appear to be the 
sectors essential to favorable economic development.” Ambassadoi Sonoo 
Uchida said that the Japanese people--sensitized by the difficult years of 
the drought--are pleased to offer to the Senegalese people this rice which 
was grown by the Japanese peasants, and hopes thereby to be able to help 
eliminate our food shortage.

NEW BOOK BY PRESIDENT SENGHOR REVIEWED 
Paris DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE in French 7 Apr 80 p 53 


[Review of President Leopold Sedar Senghor's book "The Poetry of Action," 
by Edouard J. Maunick] 


[Text] One must be more careful in writing about poet Leopold Sedar Senghor 
today than was necessary yesterday. The fact is the man is known inter- 
nationally and his poetry, translated into a number of languages, is read 
everywhere and by everyone, One must be more careful in order not to limit 
oneself to what is called in the trade a critic's notes when a new book 
appears, which is the case now. Senghor demands that his work be re- 
examined erch time, and it is in the light of this re-reading that new 
details emerge, expanding certain levels which are the levels of contempla- 
tion, reflection and action. One might as well say straight off that 
Senghor exactly represents the “receptive” and "productive" extremes of 
which Valery speaks and of which Robert reminds us in his definition of 
poetry, which is "creation" according to its Greek source poiezis. 


"The Poetry of Action," as it developed from the conversations which the 
Tunisian poet and writer Mohamed Aziza had with Leopold Sedar Senghor 
(Editions Stock) ranges between the "roots" and “future views." It is all 
the life and all the work of the Senegalese poet. The roots include the 
knowledge and recognition of himself through the tissue of the past woven 
of a multiple heritage in the form of traditions, rites, civilizing values, 
culture and beliefs. Roots not and no longer for simple re-examination, 
which would mean ceasing to be, solidification in another time and denial 
of the present, its contemporary aspect to legitimize an identity, but roots 
for establishing oneself. So as not to hesitate any longer, to be com- 
fortable with oneself. So as not to need to excuse onself or to fight off 
one's nature in the name of any kind of sophistication whatsoever. 


Future views to say that one has forgotten nothing but is willing to pardon 
much, and that since tomorrow is another day, it is necessary to win it in 
advance, rather than prepare for it. A project among projects, the poet 
affirms and confirms the African dynamics. And it is in continuing creation 
that action guarantees the present and builds the future. 
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To write about what Senghor eaye in almost 360 pages, having to do both 
with anewere to questions asked directly by Mohamed Asiza and with conaider- 
ations or remarke arieing epontaneously from the conversation between two 
creative beings, one the eon of a black African and another coming from 

the Maghrib, both concerned with going beyond the ordinary biography co 
meet ae often as possible on the fertile ground of humaniem ie to realize 
that one cannot render the alternately straight and twieting account of a 
man'e life in which nothing wae left to chance alone in all ite breadth, 
one rich facet after another. For from the words Senghor apoke to hie in- 
terlocutor there emerges an element which must at all coste be atressed if 
one wante to get ae close as possible to Senghor the man and hie actions: 
we are faced here with a task. The worke written by Senghor, hie political 
and daily life have a totality built up bit by bit. Which leads him to say 
in the early pagee of the book that the firet fruite are harder to harvest 
too. Thus, he saye of the "kingdom of childhood": "I do not place only 
the beginning of my life in thie kingdom, but ite end as well.” 


To write about Leopold Sedar Senghor, about "The Poetry of Action," is to 
ask others to listen to a man who himself hae long paid attention and 
etill does to the events as well as the simple daily facts, to crowds as 
well ae the individual, to hie native Senegal as well as the broader world, 
in brief, all that weaves the life and death of man. Yes to ask others 
to listen and to question in turn, if they must, the work. ij the action of 
4 man by turne sensitive and reasoning, rich in soul because rather than 
denying contradictions altogether, he tries to pierce them, to understand 
them. To write about thie book means to be persuaded oneself of the com 
pact nature of the dialog provided. Perhaps it would have been enough to 
begin there. All the rest would have been implied, that is to say in- 
cluded in the complicity and the sharing. What other purpose has thie 
book if not sharing? It was in thie sense that we read and re-read it. 
And now we find ourselves closer to a man whose dimensions, in our view, 
still remain to be measured, so outstanding is his poetry and so inspiring 
hie action. All the rest, but again this is our view, comes down to ap- 
preciation of the finer pointes.

K17 million loan to help build a sulphuric acid plant at Kafue, 50 km 
south of Lusaka, the official Zambian Press reported yesterday.

for a 10-year grace period followed by repayment over 20 years at an 
interest rate of 3,5 percent, the newspapers said, Lana~Reuter reports.

It is 
difficult for my men to begin the reconstruction of essential services while 
there are armed men roaming the countryside," he explained in an interview 
this week. 


But he hae no control over such matters. 


Mr Webb is also waiting for the Government to issue a policy statement on 
the future of district commissioners in Zimbabwe and the implementation of 
the proposed district councils, 


But despite these problems and uncertainties, the DC and his staff are doing 
what they can to restore the schools, roads, clinics, dips and council 
offices which were casualties of the war. 


"We have been promised more funds for the restoration work, but they have 
not come through yet." 


The five church missions in the area were also planning to reopen their 
schools and clinics. The main council clinic at Tombo township had already 


reopened, he said. 


Mr Webb said his area was not too badly affected by the war. “Only some of 
our schools were closed at the end of last year, and they reopened for the 
first school term this year." 
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Cattle dips had been destroyed and would be rebuilt. The Ministries of 
Health, Education and Roads were closely involved in the reconstruction 
programme , 


Local tribesmen who [led into Mozambique were returning in significant 
numbers, he eaid, 


"Most of them are not reporting to collection points, but returning direct 
to their home kraals, I hear that there is some strife across the border, 
fighting and a shortage of food," Mr Webb said, 


Food was also scarce in the tribal trust lands. Road communications with 
the TTLe had resumed with regular bus services but many of the secondary 
roads in the area etill needed repairs. 


He said many tribesmen were suspicious of the district commissioner. 
"They think I am part of the previous Government." 


He hopes that anything his men re-build “will be left alone" by the people.

(Text) The Minister of Finance, Senator Enos Nkala, said yesterday the 
financial aid given to Zimbabwe so far was "too emall” to meet the country's 
“massive requirements" of reconstruction and development. 


And he expressed disappointment at the contribution of the United States, 
saying Washington's aid promises had not lived up to “our expectations." 


In an interview, Mr Nkala said the U.S. had always been regarded as a 
friend of Zinbabwe. 


But the U.S. aid so far was not only disappointing but fell far short of 
the U.S. $1 000 million that was proposed at the time of the Kissinger 


agreement in 1976. 


"Even during the Lancaster House negotiations,” Mr Nkala said, "the 
Americans promised something when the issue of land was brought up, but 
they haven't been coming to tell us what happened. 


"We are still waiting--perhaps we will have to be patient until they tell 
us what has happened to this amount." 


The United States has promised between U.S. $25 and U.S. $30 million, which 
has yet to be approved, 


The total aid offers so far include U.S. $75 million promised by Britain 
over three years; U.S. $140 million from the United Nations; U.S. $14,4 
million from Nigeria and varying amounts from Sweden, Selgium, and the 
European Economic Community. 


The Minister, however, said he was still hopeful that more financial aid 
would be forthcoming, particularly from black Africae. 


In answer to a question, he said he planned to present to Zimbabwe's first 
Parliament, which opens on Wednesday, “a people's budget"--a budget that 
promoted the economic interests of the man in the street.

(Text) The Registrar of Banke and Financial Institutions has asked for 
more information on a proposed African-run commercial bank before continuing 
with hie review of the application to register. 


A group called the African Business Promotion Association has been trying to 
establish the bank for more than a year as an alternative to existing banks 
whose lending practices the ABPA considers too restrictive for most African 
businesemen,. 


The application for registration of the bank was rejected twice last year. 
The registrar was asked to reconsider it on March 19. 


"Before the matter can be taken further it will be necessary for you to 
provide further information in writing to demonstrate that your association 
has the ability to launch a bank in the event of the application receiving 
approval,” Mr John Gurney, the Registrar of Banks and Financial Institutions, 
said in a letter to the ABPA two weeks ago. 


Mr Gurney asked for information on: 
--The names and background of sponsors, initial shareholders and directors; 


~The amount and source of the share of at least $1 million of the initial 
capital; 


-“A statement of the bank's proposed staff structure with, where possible, 
names and qualifications of senior and middle management, and of junior 
staff; 


--A detailed description of the bank's proposed operating procedures. 
It would also be necessary, Mr Gurney said, for the parties concerned with 
the initial establishment of the bank to prepare a memorandum demonstrating 


their understanding of the financial market in Zimbabwe and the difficulties 
of developing « new bank. 
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Mr Jobavu Mpofu, national secretary of the ABPA, said the necessary informa~ 
tion would be sent to Mr Gurney this week. 


"There ie no possibility chat we will fail. The registrar's request wae 
only what we had expected and we will have no difficulty in providing the 
information he needs," Mr Mpofu said, 


Five weeks ago Mr Mpofu said he expected the bank to open this month. 


Yesterday he said premises had yet to be leased and staff employed. The 
association was now seeking accountants, economists, computer operators,

Apprenticeship training had to be reduced “without delay" now that military 
call-up problems had largely fallen away. 


"The mining industry probably pays more attention to and spends more money 
on training than does any other industry." 


However, there was still a desperate need for more skilled people and because 
of this skilled whites had to be kept.

Mr Hautz said Mr Nkomo visited the motel before the "personal deal" was 
agreed. 


Mr Haute said: "He's got some good ideas of his own--he'll give the business 
a whirl." 
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Mr Haute said he had asked for a school for 600 children at the motel-- 
which he started soon after building the businesse--to be continued, 


Mr Haute said: "Mr Nkomo appreciated what we had tried to do and will 
continue the same tradition, He said he would ask an architect to design 
school buildings."

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DIPLOMATIC MISSLONS PLANNED--The Government is to establish diplomatic 
missions in about 15 countries at the beginning of July, the Deputy Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Dr Witness Mangwende, said yesterday, Included in the 
“priority list" would be the African nations of Ethiopia, Mozambique and 
Tanzania, and the United Nations. In an interview, the Minister confirmed 
that a course for Zimbabwe's first diplomats would begin next week under 
the direction of a Ghanaian diplomat, Mr Ebenezer Debrah, The course, which 
has been arranged at the request of the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, will 
involve between 30 and 40 people and will take about five weeks. Praising 
Mr Debrah as "a well experienced diplomat," Dr Mangwende said the Government 
hoped to train initially about 160 diplomats, in most cases these would be 
seconded to neighbouring countries when finally posted to their missions. 

He said the Government regarded certain nations as priority areas and the 
new administration would soon establish diplomatic missions with them, The 
Minieter declined to say who would represent the Zimbabwe Government at the 
funeral of the late Yugoslav leader, President Tito, today. [Text]

DEBT TALKS OPEN--London--A delegation from the Zimbabwean Ministry of Finance, 
led by the Treasury Secretary, Mr David Young, arrived here yesterday and 
began talks with British officials about the foreign debt the new Government 
has inherited, Mr Mugabe's Government owes Britain about 6100 million in 
public and private obligations incurred before the Declaration of Independence 
in 1965, Lana reports. A Foreign Office spokesman said Mr Young and his 
delegates were meeting officials from the Treasury and the Bank of England, 
as well as the Council of Foreign Bondholders which represents the interests 
of individuals holding Southern Rhodesian Government bonds. The funds were 
held in blocked accounts after the Declaration of Independence. They were 
technically released after the Lancaster House agreement, but the debt has 
not been serviced, Mr Mugabe has pledged to honour the foreign debts for 
which his Government is now responsible, but Zimbabwe's economic situation 
and the immediate need for reconstruction make it difficult for him to do 

so, As well as owing moncy in Britain, the Zimbabwe Government is expected 
to face demands from South Africa for repayment of debt to South Africa which 
is reported to be as high as R340 million.
